The Florida Bubble Appears to 
Be Fast Losing Its 


Selkirk’s Story Badly Riddled 
by the Department 
Records. 


His Visit to Florida Devoted to One 
Protracted Booze. 
Hendricks, Being Interviewed, Becomes 
Dignifiedly Oracular. 


He Hints at Probable Legal Proceedings in 
the Near Future. 


Dennis Denies that He Has Entered the 
Confessional. ° 


THE CONFESSIONS. 
THEY WILL NOT BEAR EXAMINATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 27.—Examinations 
t the Florida confessions by those familiar 
with the facts of the canvass show them to be 
absolutely valueless. ‘They contain nothing 
new and nothing that has not been told much 
better. The musty tales of persons who accused 
each other of fraud during the count are related 
in a manner designed to make it appear fresh, 
but most of the statements have long since been 
disproved, and those who have been burt are for 
the most part Democrats only. This is shown 
by an analysis of the evidence of witnesses pro- 
duced by the Democrats in the contested case 
of Fintey against Bisbee. The evidence of 
Democratic witnesses in this case disproves the 
affidavits of the Tilden Literary Bureau. 

THE SENSATION IS ENDED. 

So much displeased are the Democrats at the 
effect that some of them are trying to make it 
appear that the confessions published are not 
genuine. The conspirators are dismayed at the 
prematu re discovery of their plot. Gov. Hen- 
dricks and others are reported as talking about 
legal proceedings, notwithstanding Hendricks 
has lately declared himself opposed to any 
agitation of the question.

THE CHARACTER OF SELEIRE,

His STORY RIPPED UP: 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Crucrnmati, April 27.—The Znguirer to-mor- 
row will publish an interview with ex-Attorney- 
General Taft, in which he gives a denial to the 
story of Selkirk, published in the New York 
World of yesterday, in effect that he was sent 
to Florida by Taft to fix things up for Hayes.

— Some time in the year 1872, Selkirk 
shook the New York dust from his feet and 
started for Colorado, where, at Georgetown, he 
engaged as clerk of the hotel. Howard Chapip, 
who kent it, afterwards opened the Inter-Ocean 
Hotel. at Denver, where he engaged Selkirk as 
chief-eteward. For some time the latter 
kept sober, but he became such a con- 
firmed sot that he was kicked out.

HENDRICKS. 
HE IS CHARY OF HIS SENTIMENTS.

Nsw York, April 27.—The World’s Indian- 
apolis reporter sought an interview with Mr. 


Hendricks this evening on the subject of the 


confessions of McLin and Dennis, of Florida, 
concerning election frauds. Though persist- 
ently questioned, Hendricks steadily declined to 
submit to a formal interview.

Hendricks declined to talk more fully upon 
the matter, partly because it had not received 
much recent vonsideration from him, but more 
especially because he had of late abandoned the 
discussion of politics. 


DENNIS. 
HE DENIES fHAT HE HAS MADE ANY CONFES- 
SION OF FRAUD. 
Spectal Dispatch to the New York Times. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 24.~—Your cor 
respondent called on L. G. Dennis, who had 
just arrived on the morning train, and was 
granted along interview. Mr. Dennis has for 
eight consecutive years been a member of the 
State Senate, was during the late Presidential 
campaign acandidate for the Legislature, was 
Chairman of Alachua County Republican Ex- 
ecutive Committee, was President of the Board 
of County Commissioners, knew all the i- 
spectors of election, and was acquainted with 
all the election machinery. In reply to a ques- 
tion as to what he knew or had stated with 
regard to any election frauds in Alachua 
County, he said that he had reason to 
believe that there were frauds committed in 
that county in the interest of the Democratic 
party, whick were especially apparent in the 
precinct of Archer, where the Democrats had at 
no time ever polled more than forty-four votes. 
lu the campaign of 1876,“ said Capt. Dennis, 
“they claimed to have polled 236 votes, 200 of 
which I believed then, and now believe, were 
fraudulently cast in the interest of the Demo- 
c.atic party. I understand dispatches have been 
sent to New York stating that I have made a 
confession to the effect that Mr. Hayes was not 
‘egally elected. in answer to that, I can say I 
was not an officer of the election, and handled 
no ballots, made no returns, and in no way con- 
tributed to the result of the election, except by 
my own individual vote, and therefore have 
nothing to confess.”’ 

Is there any foundation for the rumor? ”’ 

There is a foundation for the rumors now 
in circulation, but they have been grossly mis- 
represented. They were based upon conversa- 
tions held with gentlemen in Washington, and 
understood to be strictly contidential. The 
result of these interviews was to the effect 
that certain things were done by Republicans 
in the State to offset the frauds committea by 
Democrats. The names of those parties | have 
never divulged. I believe as a matter of ab- 
stract justice that the State belongs to Mr. 
Hayes, but I believe it can be proved that the 
face of the returns show that the State belongs 

o Mr. Tilden.“ 

In regard to the rumors that the late Secre- 
tary of State, McLin, and the late Controller 
Cowgill have made coufessions or statements 
concerning the action of the Returning Board, 
the fact is that Mr. McLin has made no state- 
ment that tends in any way to impeach the 
action of the Board, and Dr. Cowgill has made 
no statement at all, except that his action, and, 
so far as he knows, the action of all the mem- 
bers of the Boara, was straight and square and 
in accordance with their view of the law and of 
the evidence before them. Capt. Dennis as- 
serts that he has made no statements reflecting 
upon the action of the Returning Board, and 
bas not asserted, nor does he believe, that the 
members of that Board even suspected the ex- 
istence of any frauds on the part ot the Repub- 
licans. Capt. Dennis further stated that he had 
no personal grievances against President Hayes, 
who had always treated him with kindness. 

A gentleman who is working in the interest of 
Mr. Tilden, said to be an agent sent here for 
that purpose, savs that he has evidence enough 
in his possession to give Florida to Tilden By 
600 majority, and that his evidence is based on 
the confessions of those directly concerned in 
the frauds. This was said to your correspond- 
ent by the gentleman referred to under a pledge 
not to divulge bis name. This gentleman is 
probably the man who has originated the late 
rumors, and the probable authority upon which 
the correspondent of the New York Hera d 
bases his assertions. Capt. Dennis acknow]l- 
edges no statements taking their source from 
that quarter, and what he here says can be re- 
lied upon as correctly coming from bim. 


A LITTLE INSIDE HISTORY. 

A certain gentleman of social and politica) 
prominence has Jately arrived in tnis city from 
Washington, and was heard yesterday to declare 
that he knew something about the man Dennis, 
who has pretended to expose frauds in the 
counting of the Presidential votes in Florida. A 
TRipUNE reporter hastened to visit the geutle- 
man of prominence, and to extract from him for 
the public good such information as he pos- 
sessed. 

„Ok course, you know,“ said the interviewed, 
that there is any quantity of gossip in Wash- 
ington about the so-called Presidential steal, 
and four months agol heard that these very 
documents that have now come out were being 
prepared. Conkling was said to have a vast 
amount of information in his possession, and it 
was rumored one day that efforts woula be 
made to impeach Hayes.

He took day-board at 
No. 517 Thirteenth street, N. W., and having 
excited some little suspicion by bis m ous 
methods of coming and going, explained that 
he was a State Senator in Fiorida, and also an 
officenoider under the Government. On one 
occasion he mentioned his intimate acquaint- 
ance with the Hon. Benjamin Franklin utler, 
and frequently ailuded to morning visits at the 
Waite House. The exact nature of his employ- 
ment by the Government was never developed 
by himself, but a young clerk in the Charles- 
ton Custom-House one day remarked that his 
friend Dennis must be some kind of disbursing 
agent, for be always had plenty of funds, but 
was always reticent as to his disposition of them. 
Dennis’ wealth, and the lavish display of bim- 
self personally, coupled with Jong, graphic, and 
eloquent accounts of what he had done and 
could do, suggested the inquiry as to why he 
took board at $20 a month when he was allowed 
such large sums for expenses. This he got 
around by stating that anything was good 
enough for him ‘to eat, but he couldn't get 
the comforts of a home and the society of 
children at a Hotel. During the time that he 
boarded at Mrs. Townley’s he was frequently 
visited by a young Floridian with a neck like 
a bull and a laugh like that of a jackass. Tuis 
youth oscillatea between Florida and Washing. 
ton, always rooming aud boarding at Dennis’ 
expense, and while in town was never out of 
Vennis’ sight. Dennis explained to an inquisi- 
tive ex-army officer once that his beat was be- 
tween New York and Washington, and that of 
his triend between Washington and Florida. 

„One afternoon at dinner Dennis and his 
friend were in a jubilant state of exaltation. 
They had been to see Ben Butler, and, though 
in their conceit they couldn't conceal the fact 
that they had been hobnobbing with muck-a- 
mucks, yet they were too discreet to tell what 
they had accomplished, further than to say that 
there would be a parrot and a monkey time be- 
fore long; that somebody high in authority 
would be lifted, and that Florida, and not Louis- 
jana, would introduce the ae thumb. 
The next day the gentleman with the laugh and 
the neck disappeared, and Dennis remarked that 
he himself was about to leave the city, but 
that they would know when he came back. 
Dennis’ pretended influence in the State of 
Florida induced me to make certain inquiries 
about him, and I learned from those who were 
in a position to know about him, that his reason 
for working the line between New York and 
Washington was, that if he went to Florida his 
operations would be limited to the exact dis- 
tance between the court-room and the Peniten- 
tiary. He was spoken of by Floridians as aman 
utterly destitute of ability, utterly destitute of 
honesty, utterly destitute of common decency. 
There Were a variety of charges against his in- 
tegrity, and during bis whole stay in Washiug- 
tou never once saw bim in the society 
of a representative . man from bis 
own State. They denounced him as 
the worst kind of a carpet-bagger, and 
flatly refused to recognize him under any cir- 
cumstances, or even to admit that they knew of 
him except on pledges of the strictest confi- 
dence. When asked if he was acquainted with 
the more-prominent gentlemen from Florida, 
Dennis would reply, ‘ Of course I know them 
at bome, but the nature of my business at 
present precludes my giving them so much of 
my time and society as they would seem en- 
titled to.“ Dennis made no secret of the fact 
that he was a carpet-bagger, but, on the con- 
trary, held himself up as a shining illustration 
of what a sharp Yankee could do when pleasant- 
ly located in the swamps and among the buil- 
frogs of Florida.

Explanation as to the Scarcity of the 
New Silver Dollar. 


Secretary Sherman Waiting for 
Enough to Go Round. 


Mr. Sherman Disposed to Push Our Ous- 
tom-House Investigation. 


THE NEW DOLLAR. 
WHY IT HAS NOT GOT INTO CIRCULATION. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 27.—The attention 
of the Treasury officials having been called to 
the fact that the silver dollar has gained no cir- 
culation except as pocket-pieces, a leading Treas- 
ury officer to-day made the following explana- 
tion: It has not been possible for the Treasury 
until now to commence to pay out silver in con- 
siderable quantities for the simple reason that 
there were not enough silver dollars coined to 
begin to use them ma general way. It was not 
practicable to commence with less than $3,000,- 
000, and itis only pew that the Treasury has 
that amount in its possession. TheSecretary of 
the Treasury has to-day decided that silver shall 
be paid out for currency obligations to the extent 


that the Government is required to destroy 


notes under the 80 per cent retirement pro- 
vision of the National Bank act. This sum 

VARIES EACH MONTH. 
This month the amount will be about 51, 300, 
000. The Secretary has ordered that this 
amount shall be replaced by silver doliars, to 
be paid out in the current course of business. 
This will be done through tbe various Sub- 
Treasuries. This is the beginning of the pay- 
ments of silver on currency obligations, and it 
may be that the Secretary will devise every 
means for payinvg out silver. But the 
question was asked, Why is not sil 
ver paid out the same as gold in 
the redemption of interest coupons? The an- 
swer is, There has not been silver enough for 
this purpose, but it will be 
PAID OUT TO ANY ONB 
who will take it instead of gold. How about 
the purchase of silver bullion with silver dol- 
lars? The trouble about that has been that the 
owners of builion were not willing to accept 
payment in silver dollars until they obtain 
silver certificates of large denominations. 
Tbey could not manage the coin dollars them- 
selves, but it hag not been possible to give bull- 
ion-holders these certificates, as they have 
not been prepared. The Engraving Bureau 
has been at work ever since the law 
was passed. The 810 certificates are now 
ready, but bu!lion-holders wish those of the 
denomination of $1,000. The engraving of 
these larger certificates will be finished in a day 
or two, and the printing will probably 

BEGIN NEXT WEEK. 
It will not be long beiore they are ready in 
sufficient quantities. It is the firm intention of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to use them for 
that purpose. It is charged in Eastern news- 
papers that it is the intention of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to hoard silver, and not 
to pay it out. Do you think his purpose 
correctiy. represented? 1 do not think 
that more than 300,000 silver collars thus far 
have been paid out in exchange for gold. There

NO DEMAND FOR THEM. / 

The great City of Boston called for only 
812.000. Silver enough has been coined now to 
permit the Treasury to commence paying it out 
for coin obligations. It is not the intention of 
the Secretary to hoard. 

If Secretary Sherman uses silver dollars or 
silver certificates for the purchase of bullion, 
and pays out silver doliars for currency uses 
under the 80 per cent retirement provisions, the 
entire amount of silver authorized to be coined 
will thus be placed iu circulation. The amount 
of notes destroyed monthly under the 80 
— cent retirement provision averages $1,000, - 

. The amount of builion authorized to be 
purchased is from $2,000,000 to $4,000,000. By 
using silver for these two purposes, therefore, 
84.000. 000 monthly can be placed in circulation. 
That seems to be Secretary Sherman’s present 
intention. 

THE MEXICAN DOLLAR. 

The Treasury Department has a number of 
letters inquiring at what rate the Mexican sil- 
ver dollars are receivable, and says, as they are 
not legal tender in the United States, persons 
who accept them at their nominal value do so 
at their own risk.

A LETTER FROM BISHOP 
MW’COSKRY. 


He Disowns the Letters Credited to Him, 
and Is Going Back to Michigan. 

The Philadelphia Times says that Mr. Peter 
Williamson, of that city, au intimate friend of 
Bishop McCoskry, of Michigan, received from 
the Bishop on Monday a letter dated at New 
York, which was of the following import: 

„A miserable vagabond, who has been in pris- 
on, proiesses to have some letters written by 
me more than five years ago to a poor orphan 
girl. They have been published, and I suppose 
you have read them. The imitation of my d- 
writing is said to be good. We go back to De- 
troit, as Iam too gooda soldier to retreat 
‘while a gun is firing.’ If I am to be stricken 
down bythe hand of an assassin, 1 shall fall 
with my whole armor on.“ 

This Mr. Williamson very readily interpreted 
to mean that Bishop McCuskry will not leave a 
stone unturned in producing proofs of his inno- 
cence at once, and in prosecuting the originators 
and circulators of the canard. The allusion in 
the letter to his soldierly qualities will not be 
understood by the public so well as by Mr. 
Williamson, who remembers that young Samuel 
Allen McCoskry was schooled at the Military 
Academy at West Point. 

Bishop Stephens, of Philadelphia, has receiv- 
ed several communications from brother pre- 
lates of the Protestant Episcopal Church rela- 
tive to the charges against Bishop McCoskry. 
One correspondent urges that the Bishops 
should be brought together in annual meetiag 
at an earlier date than the 17th of May, so that 
immediate cognizance can be taken of the mat- 
ter by those who will be called upon to pro- 
nounce upon its falsity, for utterly false all the 
correspondents believe the charges against the 
aged Bishop to be. Whether the suggestion 
mentioned will avail in hastening the conyoca- 
tion Of Bishops is not yet known.

THAT MBETING. 

The Socialistic account of the meeting at West 
Side Turner Hall, which was broken up last sum- 
mer during the riote, is to the effect that it was a 
very quiet, orderly affair, and that the outside mob 
throngidg about the door, ve the. gath- 
ering a name by their violent words 
and actions, and thus brought the police down 
upon the meeting itself.

WORKERS IN WOOD. 
WHAT THEY WANT. 

For the last few days there has been an uneasy 
feeling in the minds of the furniture mannufactur- 
ers of Chicago in regard to the possible or pros- 
pective action of their employes, who were sup- 
posed to be afflicted with Socialistic iaeas. It was 
alleged that a strike was contemplated, and that 
this would forma nucleus for ali the disaffected to 
rally around. In order to get at the actual facts a 
reporter of Tue TRIBUNE yesterday made a round 
of the different manufactories on the West and 
North Sides and interviewed indiscriminately boss- 
es, foremen, mechanics, and iaborers. 

It appeare tbat the wood-workers are at once 
united and disunited. Thacarvers havea Union, 
formed only a few months ago, and its object is 
stated to be, primarily, the cultivation of art as ap- 
plied to wood-carving. Then the furniture-work- 
ers have an organization. and they are also amal- 
gamated with the horse-shoers and one or two 
other Societies. So far it would appear that the 
Carvers’ Union has taken no steps in relation to 
the wages question, but the  furni- 
ture-makers have held meetings and 
are perfecting a plan of organization, 
the ultimate aim of which no man professes to 
know. The persons interviewed yesterday, with 
ene or two exceptions, declined to talk unless 
given @ guarantee that their names would not be 
used. Phe substance of the conversations 4 is 
therefore given. 

On Fulton street, near Desplaines, the reporter 
found a factory, that of N. Jacobson & Co., in 
which about a dozen men were employed. This 
firm, like all those visited, is engaged in the man- 
ufacture of furniture, which 1s sold to the finishers 
and upholsterers. Here a wood-carver was inter- 
viewed, a man of about 32 years of age, of Ameri- 
ican birth, and decidedly intelligent. As to 
the prospect for a strike, he didn't 
know. Skilled workmen were earning from $1 to 
$1.50 a day when they worked full time, and he 
would like to know if that was enough to live 
upon, Laborers got $1 per day, and many of them 
had families to support on this miserable pittance. 
For hiniself, he, although a skilled mechanic, could 
only get work about haif of the time, ana did not 
average $6 per week. 

The reporter asked what 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 

was, and what the remedy proposed. His inform- 
ant appeared to hold radical views on the labor 
question. He quoted the San Francisco scare, 
and volunteere the statement that Dennis 
Kearney had been bought up dy the 
capitalists. Except for that Kearney would 
never have made the attack on the 
Catholic Church which has recently been recorded. 
His utterances alienated from tne ranks of the 
trades organization tens of thousands of Irishmen 
to whom the Church was even more than the Union, 
and could only have been inepired by a determina- 
tion to earn the fee or bribe offered by the capita!- 
iste, who are bound to break up the Labor party. 
In conclusion, he said that justso long as the na- 
tional and religious questions were allowed to in- 
terfere, just that long yould the workingmen be 
disorganized and incavd@bdle of action. He dia not 
believe in the prospect of a strike. 

Mr. Gamer, of the firm of Koenig. Heming & 
Gamer, proprietors of a large establishment on the 
corner of Green and Pratt streets, took a some- 
what different view of the circumsjances. He had 
eome fears as to the ou.look, ba mostly on the 
disgraceful occurrences of last July, when a mob 
of boys paralyzed business and prostrated industry 
on the West Side, and the real workingmen fied 
before the irruption of loafers, pimps, and thieves 
which took possession of the streets. His men 
earned from $1 to 2.25 per day, 
were paid by the piece. For this 
reason accurate . figures could not be 
had, as govd workmen wou do well. while poor 
ones could not make living wages. Those labor- 
ere in the yard.“ said Mr. Gamer. make $1.25 a 
day. Nearly all of them have been with usa long 
time, and, although we could get men to do the 
work for 90 cents or $1 a day. we prefer to retain 
our old hands who understand the work. The sea- 
son is almost at an end, and there really does not 
appear to be any sense in striking now. But we 
cannot tell what is before us, and I know no more 
than what Tun Trirnune has already published. 
Tne majority of our men are foreigners, —Scandina- 
Mans, Germans, and Bohemians. 

„What class of goods ao you manufacture, and 
how is it that prices are so low?” 

‘*We make both best and common goods, but 
there is no sale for anything but the cheap goods, 
on which there is little or no profit. 

The foreman of the R. T. Hambrook Manufac- 
turing Company said that there was no trouble in 
their factory. They manufactured school-furni- 
ture mostly, and trade was fair. So far as he 
knew their men were better satisfied than were 
those engaged in the manufacture of office and 
houschold furniture, the market for which was 
overstocked. There were few, if any. Union men in 
the factory, and be knew nothing of any contem- 
plated strike, and did not believe in its likelihood. 

At Hall & Frost's, Sixteenth ana Dearborn 
streets, the reporter found 

THE SECRETARY OF THE CARVERS’ UNION. 

He disclaimed any knowledge of a strike and 
opined that it would be useless. But he kuew 
little about the furniture-manufacturers proper 
and advised inquiry among them. The reporter 
then turned westward and brought up at a factory 
on Canal street where nearly 300 men are employ- 
ed. There he founda gentleman who has been 
over thirty years in the business, and who seemed 
to have very clear ideas as tothe situation. As to 
the strike he had no information, but as the season 
ends about the middie of May if such a thing was con- 
templated it would have to be inauguraied at once. 
From January to May, and August to November, 
or up to Christmas, the factories were busy, but 
during the summer months they had hard work to 
keep their men going. As far as his firm was con- 
cerned, they would just as soonsbut up as not. 
They had $200,000 invested, made no profit, and 
would be giad to get out of the business, but could 
not do it. 

‘*What wages do you pay, aud can the men live 
upon what they get? 

‘* Well, you can draw your own inferences. In 
Cincinnati they pay about 26 per cent more than 
they do in Chicago. Here everything is scraped 
down to the last cent. All the furmture 
trade used to be done in the East, but 
Chicago has run Boston entirely out of 
the market, and has taken all the Southern trade 
away from Cincinnati. It took competition to do 
it, and that means low wages. How low they are

\WITH SOME TRUTH AND SOME FICTION. 

‘The fact is,” said a gentleman to a reporter 
yesterday, ‘‘that this whole Communistic scare 
is gotton up by some city officers for the purpose 
of increasing the police foree and of providing for 
the pay of thosé.who are already in the city’s em- 
ploy. What with these decisions of the Supreme 
Court, and what has been lost through these tax- 
fighting fellows, we have come into a position 
where the city has do money, and doesn't 
seem to have any way of getting along. There is 
some dissatisfaction among the policemen, and 
some among the firemen. The head of each of 


force full, in good condition, and well paid. The 
only thing that they can get their pay in is this 
city scrip, and the only way in which they can 
make that scrip immediately worth anything is to 
induce the merchants and other promivent men to 
take hold of it and carry it; to buy it at par, or 
so near par as to enable the city employes 
to live. Now, while the men are patriotic enough 
on the start, they don’t keep itup for any length 
of time unless they are under a scare; and the only 
way that you can influence capital is to tell it that 
it is in danger of destruction. I understand that 
pérsons from the Police Department have been to 
some of the leading merchants ony, | on State 
street, and have said to them: Our Department 
is crippled. It was cut down oy the 
Council, and now we can’t pay the men. We 
haven't enough men, and those we have are dis. 
satisfied. You saw what sort of a time we had 
last July. Now itis more than likely that there 
will be just such another time this year. The 
police did well then. We had more of them, and 
they got their money. Yet they had a hard fight 
of it then. You can judge for yourselves what 
the prospect will be if there is a row this 
year. The police force won't be able to pro- 
tect.’ you This talk, I understand, has 
had ite influence. I know of one merchant, and 
he is not very far from the corner of State and 
Madison, who has become so alarmed over these 
stories that he has cut off all outward signs of 
wealth.. He walks instead of rides; he has dropped 
his jewelry, and all other personal adornment, and 
is trying to look as poor as he can, #0 
that, when the mob comes down and begins 
its task of sacking stores and plundering people

I am acquainted 
with a large number of representatives of the for- 
eign element in this city, and, from all I can learn 
from them, I don't think there is to be 
any danger apprebended from the Communists 
unless the same condition of affairs should arise as 
did last sum ner. If there is to be a genera) strike 
extending all over the country, as was the case 
with the railroad strike, I suppose it is not unlike- 
ly that the tame thing would happen this year that 

id last. If it hadn't been for that gen- 
eral strike, and, above all, if it hadn't 
been for the exaggerated accounts of what 
happened at Pitteburg, there would have 
been little or no trouble in this city, and no diffi- 
culty at all in putting a stop to what trouble there 
was. But those Pittsburg stories made everybody 
nervous, intimidated the authorities, and pre- 
vented a prompt suppression of what was in the 
beginning a very insignificant affair. I think that 
some way ought to be found for payingthe men, and 
for preserving the efficiency.of the Police ana Fire 
Departments, but I dont thfnk the proper way to 
do it is by disseminating these reports about Com- 
munistic drills and Communistic outoreaks, which 
are scattered all over the county, and hurt our 
credit. The first result is to make capital timid at 
home, and the second result is to diminish the 
price of our securities abroad. You will see Chi- 
caco and Cook County bonds go lower and lower 
if this sort of thing is not stopped.

But you will find, if there are 83. 000. 000 in the 
Treasury unappropriated, that it will be used 
straightway for the building of school- houses, for 
increasing the police force to 1. 200 men, for the 
purchase of a dozen more steamers, and the em- 
ployment of men to man them, and for the build- 
ing of about $1,000,000 worth a sew- 
ers. This idea, as I am given to 
understood, occurred to the city officers last June. 
Along about that time they were informed what the 
decision of the Supreme Court would \be in the 
Springfleid case. They had hoped \it would 
be the other way, and the knowledge 
came at too late a period for them 
to do anything that year in the way of increasing 
the assessment. It had already been made, and 
nothing could be done withit. Now, and after 
the decision in the case of Law nailed and fixed 
that in the Springfield case, they have set their eyes 
on this as the only way in which they can get out 
of the present financial difficulties. "’

THE SCANDINAVIANS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cntcado, April 27.—In nearly every report con- 
cerning the Communistic movement in this city it 
is made apparent that the Scandinavians are the 
leading element. That no one has taken up the 
pen to rectify this error is probably because the 
Scandinevians themselves are aware of the insig- 
nificant part their Communistic countrymen are 
playing in reality, and for this reason the articles 
have been considered too ridiculous for attention, 
however ageravating. Nevertheless this silence on 
their part way resultin the idea gaining ground 
that the Scandinavians as a class are Communistic, 
and to be ranked among the scum of society. It 
is therefore forthe interest of the Scandinavian 
majority, and for the sake of justice, to make 
known to the American people how few—how every 
few—Scandinavians are in sympathy with the Com- 
munistic movement. 

The history of Commanism in Scandinavia is 
neither long nor written with blood. The seeds 
were sown in Denmark some ten or twelve years 

o by Danish journeymen, who brought their 
Jibveral ideas with them from Germany, where 
‘Communistic trouble had been brewing since 1848. 
Of the sister countries, Sweden has remained al- 
„most passive, and itis but lately that the Nor- 
wegians have shown any sign of Communistic 
sympathies. The Communists in Denmark suc- 
ceeded in starting an organ called the Socialiet, 
wito Louis Pio, a young man of little appearance, 
some ability, and considerable audacity, as its 
editor. This gentleman, who had formerly made 
a failure of making a living by advocating Catholi- 
ciem, discovered at a glance that his bravado might 
be made profitable m this new line, and made use 
of it accordingly and copiously. It looked at times 
as if the Socialist and its editor would gain no 
headway, and were ready to sink into oblivion: 
but rescue was near when the great mason and 
carpenter strikes started at Copenhagen. Louis 
Pio grasped this opportunity with eager hands, and, 
in connection with Paul Geleff, a man of ordinary 
abilities and education, then a tanatic for the 
Socialistic cause, but—be it said to his credit 
honest in his intentions, agitated and brought on 
foot an open-air meeting, consisting of strikers, 
idiers, and curiosity-seekers, on the ‘* Norre- 
falled,"’ a large field in the vicinity of Copenhagen. 
This meeting caused considerable excitement, but 
would have n without any serious results had 
not the Danish Government, who saw smoke 
where there was no fire, shown a great deal of in- 
discrimination in quelling the disturbance, Not 
only the leaders, but many who had come there 
„for the fun of the thing,” were arrested and 
fined. L. Pio had, however, thus far gained a 
point,—the subscription list of his per had 
ewelled; he himself stood as the } r of the 
journeymen; yea, he was their hero, and it is dis- 
tressing to see the number of songs made for 
the purpose of being chanted to his honor.

A Fuller Bill of Particulars Wanted The 
Motion to Quash. 

Judge Moore's attention was largely occupied 
yesterday in hearing a motion for a further bill of 
particulars in the case of Col. Kellogg, indicted 
with Maj. Woods and the Protection Life officers, 
and a motion to quash the indictment against the 
latter. The matter came up inthe morning, after 
the Court had disposed of the usual run of Satur- 
day morning criminal cases, State’s-Attorney 
Mills asking Mr. High if he was ready to argue the 
motion to quash, 

Mr. High said he had no motion to quash. Mr. 
Reed was looking after that for his clients, and 
would be present to argue it during the morning. 
What Mr. High did have to ask was a bill of par - 
ticulars for his client, Col. Kellogg. 

The Court remarked that he supposed the bill 
furnished during the week applied to all these 
cases. 

MR. HIGH . 

said he didn't think it was a bill of particulars, 
and he wanted nee ae specific. He then 
read the ailidavit of Col. Kellogg, to the effect that 
the so-called bill of particulars was so vague and 
uncertain that it was impossible for the defendant 
to ascertain the nature and particulars of the offense 
charged. After reading the aflidavit, Mr. High 
went over the various specifications contained in 
the bill, claiming that his client bad a right to 
know which of the many reports made to the Au- 
ditor it was proposed to prove fraudulent, how 
much of it was fraudulent, and how much was to be 
charged, in a particular report, against him. The 
only glimmer of light he could get from the fifth 
specification was thut the assets did not exceed the 
liabilities of the Company, as reported by Woods 

nd Kellogg to the Auditor, by 8115. 470. 74, but, 


Von the contrary. that the liabilities exceeded the 


assets by $300,000. This might be sufficiently ex- 
plicit. but in the main body of the specification it 
was charged that many of the details in the man- 
agement of the Company, from the date of organ- 
ization down to the time of the examination, were 
not examined. The dcfendant was entitled to know 
what detail or details he was charged with having 
omitted, and what items of assets and liabilities 
were omitted in the report. There was a general 
statement that all the facts and figures of the re- 
port were frandulent. If it was intended to go 
over the whole ground, embracing all the calcula- 
tions going to make up the report and the examina- 
tion, he wanted to know it, and if the examination 
was to be confined to any particular points con- 
tained in the report, he wanted to know what those 
points were, thathe might prepare his proof ac- 
cordingly. The vill of particulars was such only 
in name. The hand which wrote it was the hand 
of the State’s Attorney, but the voice, was the voice 
of a Washington street attorney, whose office was 
not very far from hisown. (Laughter. | 

Mr. Mills stated that he drew the bill himself, 
without assistance from any Washington «treet at- 
torney. 

Mr. High remarked that the difference between 
the bill of particulars and the indictment reminded 
him of what Herbert Spencer said of the aoctrine 
of evolution,—that it was a change from an in 
definite, incoherent state of homogeneity to a 
definite, coherent state of heterogeneity, through 
successive differentiations and integrations. The 
indictment, said Mr. High, in carrying out the 
illustration. was the indefinite, incoherent state of 
homogeneity, and the bill of particulars the def- 
inite, coherent state of heterogeneity. [Laugh⸗ 
ter.] He knew notning more about the real charges 
than before. In fact, the bili of particulars was 
simply a repetition of the indictment. 

MR. MILLS 


. said he did not understand that it was the object of 


a bill of particulars to notify a defendant of alli 
the evidence to be used against him ontrial. The 
gentlemen seemed to want a full statement of just 
— | what it was proposed to prove. But the 
defendanis understood this bill of particulars. 
They knew ü meant, in effect, that they, Kellogg 
and Wooda, were charged with conspiracy with the 
officers of the Company to deceive and defraud the 
people by a certain method, which was described 
as being the making and publishing false state- 
ments. This vill of rticulars was full enough, 
and he did not think the prosecution should be 
put to the hardship of giving their case away by 
making it any more particular. 

Mr. Highand Mr. Riddie denied that they wanted 
to get the evidence in advance. Whatthey did want 
was the exact ground upon which the prosecutor 
would proceed, without regard te the proof.

The only 
Objection to the second count was 
that, in averring the time, it read Afterwards, 
to-wit, on the said Ist day of January, A. D. 
1876.“ This, it was claimed, vitiated the count 
by reason of the repugnancy of the time as laid in 
the dret count. r. Webber contended that the 
count was valid, and that the objection should not 
prevail for the reasons, first, that the time of the 
commission of the offense did not enter into the 
nature of the offense, and might be laid on any 
day previous to the finding the bill during the 
period in which it might be prosecuted; and, sec- 
ond, that this count, in the law, was a substantive 
indictment, or, rather, was a distinct substantive 
charge, and the fact that each count charged a dis- 
tinct felony of the same degree, committed at dif- 
ferent times, attordéd no ground for objection. 
Repugnance could only obtain where one mateiia! 
averment was contradictory to another material 
averment in the same count. It was a general rule 
of law that every fact or circumstance laid in an 
indictment, which was nota necessary ingredient 
of the offense, might be rejected as surplusage, and, 
by striking out the words quoted, the words would be 
1 under the authorities mentioned. It was 
he duty of the Court, he contended, to reject 
these words as surplusage. An indictment was 
ood, moreover, if the day and year could be col- 
ected from the whole etatement, even if they were 
not expressly averred. As to the objection to the 
third count, that these men were not shown to 
be officers of the Company atthe time of the al- 
leged false statements, he contended that this 
should cut no figure at all. The conspiracy could 
be had among the parties even if they were not 
officiais of the Company. If these defendants 
had, for the purpose of effccting the object of 
their conspiracy, published false statements, they 
were guilty of conspiracy, whether they acted as 
private individuals or as officials. Again, as the 
acts of the conspiracy were directed against the 
entire public, the entire public had a right to bring 
the indictment as such, andit was not necessary 
to describe particularly the ersons in- 
jured. If the indictment ad alleg- 
ed A conspiracy to injure one man, 
when it was r to defraud and 
cheat the entire public, the defendants might come 
inand show that they had not conspired against 
the particular party, and they would thus ac- 
quitted. Mr. Webber offered, as sustaining his 
position, numerous citations from the authorities. 

Mr. Reed replied that, if the defendants were 
not charged in the indictment with conspiracy 
against a particular person, it was the very best 
reason in the world why the indictment should be 
quashed. The indictment was too general alto- 
gether. If there had beena conspiracy to cheat 
the public, it should be very easy te produce one 
of the public, and let him say he had been defraud- 
ed, and these defendants were entitled to such a 
specific charge. Instead of policyholders having 
made the —— the charges were made by 
Shufeldt & Westover, attorneys for rival insurance 
companies, whose bili of particulars in a lawsuit 
against a certain comvany for fees disciosed the 
fact that those fees were for services in breaking 
up the company’s rivals, one of which was the 
Protection. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, the Court 
asked counsel to provide him with copies of their 
briefs and references to the authorities cited, and 
promised to render a decision by Monday after- 
noon, if possible.

THE SALE OF THE ERIE. 

The Erie Railway, as already announced by dis- 
patch, was finally sold under foreclosure of a 
mortgage last Wednesday. There has been so 
much litigation in the case, so many delays in the 
proceedings, and so many days appointed for the 
sale, it was not generally expected that the sale 
would be made at this time. The tactics of the 
parties opposing the reconstruction scheme have 
been to bring new suits just before the day ap- 


pointed for the sale, which could not possibly be 
heard * before the time appointed for the 
sale. In the last case the sult was pending on the 
morning of Wednesday, while the sale was ap- 
pointed for noon. But the Court decided that 
whatever there might be in the case. the complam- 
ants’ rights wonld not necessarily suffer by the 
sale; that is, that they could prosecute their claims 
and secure whatever they might be entitled to, 
even if the road should be sold. He therefore re- 
fused to postpone the sale, and about 1 o'clock the 
Erie Railway and all the property appertaining to 
it was sold to the highest bidder, ex-Gov. Edwin 
D. Morgan, of New York. The terms of the sale 
were as follows: 

I. The purchaser to pay 12 per cent in cash or certi- 
fied checks at the time of sale.

the Santa Fe Railroad and the Denver & Rio 
Grande at this point is that the Santa Fe 
still holds the fort. They have maintained 
and defended their rights, and hold all points 
along the proposed line from this city to Leadville, 
the leading centre of the California guich-mining 
district. te on oe night the Denver & Rio 
Grande officials procured an injunction from 
Judge ge! of the United States District 
Court at Pueblo, restraining the Santa Fe from 
interfering with the Denver & Rio Grande 
engineers or laborers, and writs were issued for 
the arrest of the officials of the Santa Fe who were 
resent on the works, and Mr. Robinson, Chief 
ngincer, and Mr. Morely, one o his 
assistants, were served with the order of 
the Court, and under directions of 
General Manager Strong, they obeyed its man- 
dates, and fora while the Denver & Rio Grande 
people were in the ascendency, but at 11 o'clock 
last night Maj.

The most curious feature of this new out- 
break of partisan spite is that after so long a 
time for preparation the Democrats have been 
compelled to rely upon a person so irre- 
sponsible as Dennis, and upon evidence 80 
weak as the tale he tells of the proceedings 
in Florida during and after the Presidential 
election. 


The new City Council will, it is under- 
stood, organize to-morrow evening. The 
election three weeks ago was a struggle to 
preserve a conservative majority m the 
Council, but the return of MoCarrrey and 
Lawuer has created some question as to 
what will be the actual character of the 
new body. This doubt has been some- 
what increased by the alleged defection of 
Ald. Dar, who, it is claimed, in considera- 
tion of being elected President of the 
Board, has transferred his influence and his 


in the Council may be said to be divided 
upon the financial policy,—that: is, whether 
the annual appropriations and taxation shall 
be kept at the minimum, or expanded to 
meet the demands of the tax-eaters who claim 


money for expenditure’s sake. There is, o 
course, a purpose to secure the organization 
of the Council in order to have control 
of the machinery of the City Government, 
and for this purpose to get possession of a 
majority on each committee which in any 
way will have the recommendation of ex- 
penditures. The significance—we may say 
the desperate significance—of this division 
of parties is exhibited in the fact that the 
city is penniless ; that it has not a dollar ap- 
plicable to current expenses; that the paper 
which it offers to its creditors is of such 
doubtful validity that it has no market value, 
and that the policemen, firemen, and other 
city employes refuse to acceptit. In the 
face of these inexorable facts, there is a 
‘faction in the City Council which proposes 
to reform the City Government by an in- 
crease of appropriations and the letting of 
contracts, to meet which there is not the re- 
motest means of obtaining any revenue. 
Never in the history of the city was there 
such a necessity as now exists for the re- 
duction of expenditures ; and if the Council 
could repeal one-half the appropriations 
made for 1878, it would relieve the city of 
much of the financial] peril by which it is now 
threatened. 


The Municipality of Chicago has reached 
a crisis in its financial affairs which it is 
foolish to ignore, or to attempt to put out 
of sight. The Administration has tried ex- 
pedient after expedient to float the Munic- 
ipal Government from year to year since 
1870, and each time sinking worse than be- 
fore in its complicated embarrassments. 
The Supreme Court, by decisions following 
each other in regular succession, has nearly, 
if not quite, ruled the Government out of 
existence, and at this very moment there 
are other suits pending having for their 
purpose the judicial prohibition of any 
further effort of the part of the City Gov- 
ernment to maintain its authority, or even 
its organization. 

Its latest device to carry on the Govern- 
ment without money, and without the legal 
power to borrow, is to pay out city scrip, not 
bearing interest, and payable out of taxes of 
1878, which taxes will be collected late in 
1879. The legality of this paper is expressly 
and directly assailed by the injunction pro- 
ceedings that have been instituted, and the 
payment of the scrip hereafter from the 
proceeds of taxes will be arrested by an ap- 
peal to the Courts, on the ground that it was 
not lawful for the city to have incurred the 
jiability for which the scrip was issued. 

Yesterday, when the police and firemen 
were offered city scrip in payment of their 
January salaries, the men as a body refused 
to accept it. The men are also entitled to 
salaries for February, March, and April. 
They pleaded that they could ‘not use 
the paper as money ; that it had no market 
value. The Mayor and Comptroller frankly 


| stated they had no money, and could not 


have any until the taxes were collected (in 
September, 1879), and, if the men refused 
the scrip, there was nothing else to offer 
them in the power of the authorities to give. 

This brings matters to acrisis. In addi- 
tion to the policemen and firemen, there are 
the teachers, the bridge-tenders, the laborers, 
mechanics, clerks, the officers of the City 
Government, of the Police Courts, and of the 
Bridewell, the persons who furnish coal, the 
gas companies, the Health Department, the 
men who supply food for the horses of the 
Fire De ment, who furnish the lumber, 
nails, and other materials,—calling for an 
issue of scrip beyond cash revenue of nearly 
$3,500,000. The scrip will not be available, 
even in payment of taxes, until some time in 
1879, and not then unless there be such a 
change of opinion by the Supreme Court as 
will legalize a practice and a policy which 
the Court has hitherto declared to be void. 
If the scrip have no market value, even 
when the amount issued is only equal to one 
month's pay of a portion of those entitled 
to it, what will it be worth when the amount 
issued shall reach up into the millions? If 
the men are compelled, because of the pres- 


At and future worthlessness of the scrip, to 


refuse it, then they cannot afford to work 
and support themselves for eighteen months 
banks 
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it to be the duty of Government to expend, 
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banding its Government. This it must do, 
or it must have money; and it is prohibited 
by law and the Supreme Court from collect- 
ing its tax for current expenditures, or bor- 
rowing money, or even agreeing to pay its 
men out of the taxes when collected. This 
crisis has been foreseen. Nothing could 
have averted it save an appeal to the Su- 
prewe Court for a rehearing and modifica- 
tion of its previous destructive decisions. 
The suspension of the City Government and 
the closing of its offices may be postponed a 
few weeks or months, but the result is inev- 
itable and close at hand unless the crushing, 
annihilating decree of the Supreme Court 
shall be recalled, revised, mitigated, and 


judicial permission given to the Oity Gov- | 


ernment to exercise its functions and con- 
tinue its existence. 

Assuming that nothing will be done to 
obtain relief from the Supreme Court in the 
way indicated, what then is left for the city 
todo? If the validity of the scrip were un- 
questioned, there might be a chance that it 
would be carried by citizens at some price 
or shave; but it is useless to expect that 
anything of that kind will be done so long 
as, under the decision ofthe Court, the paper 
is held to be void, and an injunction can be 
had to prohibit its payment at any time here- 
after. Brought to a peremptory standstill, 
without power to hire a policeman, or to 
purchase a ton of coal, or to havea gas- 
lamp lighted, the Mayor must of necessity 
notify the Governor of the collapse of the 
City Government, and call upon that Chief 
Magistrate to extend to this city such mili- 
tary or other protection for life and property 
as the State may have power to afford; and, 
if it be deemed possible for the Legislature 
to afford any relief or remedy, to convene 
that body for that purpose. 

The Supreme Court practically has re- 
quired the city to incur no expense or lia- 
bility until it has the money on hand to pay 
that expense. It is required to doa cash 
business exclusively ; and yet by law it is 
prohibited from collecting the revenue until 
eighteen to twenty-one months after the cur- 
rent expenses of the city must necessarily be 
incurred! The City Government cannot per- 
form impossibilities.. It must either sus- 
pend making expenditures for at least 
eighteen months, until the collection of rev- 
enue shall overtake the necessity of expendi- 
ture, or the judicial chains must be removed 
from ita limbs. As no effort is made to ac- 
complish the latter, then the suspension of 
all government until the city is in possession 
of a year’s revenue is not a matter of choice 
but one of imperstive necessity. People 
may as well open their eyes to the naked 
realities of the situation. 


WHAT COMMUNISM REALLY MEANS. 

A man named A. R. Parsons, whose name 
has become familiar in Chicago as a leader 
among the discontented elements of society, 
is recognized as a local exponent of Com- 
munism. His views may be fairly taken as 
those which prevail among the people who 
call themselves Socialists or Communists in 
this city. The terms are now interchange- 
able, though the principle of the Com- 
mune in its local significance in France had 
a different meaning. A day or two ago the 
man Parsons communicated his views to a 
reporter of Taz Taursune, not merely as to the 
purpose of the local Chicago organization, 
but as to the general principles and aims of 
Socialism. He pretended to deny that So- 
cialism demands an equal distribution of 
property, but virtually admitted it in the 
course of further conversation, since he 


claimed ‘‘ equal rights and equal opportuni- 


ties for all,” and defined what he called the 
industrial partnership so as to reduce it 
in plain terms to an equal distribution of 
property. He admitted that the social 
revolution” began last July, when the as- 
saults on property were made. He contended 
that the present system is a system of 
‘“* wage-slavery,” and that the struggle 
is to free men from the present condition of 
vassals or serfs, and make them independ- 
ent of the dictation of capitalists.” He main- 
tained that Socialism demands the substitu- 
tion of a system of ‘‘ laboring capitalists.” 
Finally, to illustrate the application of his 
theory, he said: Take the firm of Fp 
& Lerrer, for instance. All that remains to 
be done there is for FID & Lzrrer to draw 
their weekly stipend with the rest, and there 
you have industrial partnership.“ 

When Parsons denied that Socialism seeks 
an equal distribution of property, he was 
either deceiving himself or endeavoring to 
deceive the public, for his subsequent re- 
marks, definitions, and illustrations show 
that such is the aim of Socialism as he con- 
strues and understands it. The attainment 
of Parsons’ theory of industrial partner- 
ship will be the attainment of an equal dis- 
tribution of property. Communism or So- 
cialism reverts then to the original proposi- 
tion on which it was founded, viz.: that 
property isrobbery.” It can be easily dem- 
onstrated that the Parsons scheme inevita- 
bly leads up to the French fanaticism which 
is responsible for all the iniquities, past and 
to come, that are identified with the name of 
Communism or Socialism. 

It is not true that the present system of 
labor is one of slavery. Slavery means invol- 
untary or forced servitude for mere sustenance, 
complete submission to an owner and master, 
and the absence of all opportunity or hope 
for an improvement or betterment in con- 
dition. ‘There is no such thing in this conn- 
try now. Every man works freely as much 
or as little as he pleases, and is rewarded ac- 
cording to his capacity and services. The 
system of co-operation is already established 
so far as experience, judgment, and the in- 
terests of society warrant it. The relation 
of employer and employe is that of volun- 
tary co-operation on an agreed basis of com- 
pensation. The employer furnishes the cap- 
ital, pays all expenses, taxes, and repairs, and 
assumes all the risk of loss; he demands in 
return the privilege of dictating the manage- 
ment of that capital, and the enjoyment of 
the profits that accrue from its use, over and 
above expenses and what he agrees to set 
aside as the wages fund. The employe un- 


dertakes to furnish a certain amount and 


kind of labor, and demands in return a cer- 
tain amount and kind of pay; but, as 
he furnishes none of the capital, takes 
none of the risk, shares none 
the losses, and has his part of the . proceeds 
absolutely guaranteed to him, he foregoes 
the privilege of dictating the management, 
and releases any claim upon surplus profits 
that may accrue. The employer carries his 
responsibility with him, toils and studies 
night and day to protect his capital, wears 
out his brain and physical strength in 
thought and anxiety, while the employe eats, 
drinks, aud sleeps soundly, without concern, 
free to come and go, and always certain of 
the reward which he expects so long as he 
gives the services he has promised. For this

to enjoy the gaing therefrom. Ambition, ac- 
quisitiveness, social distinction, civil posi- 
tion, love of power, are the motives that in- 


| duce men to strive and toil as employers. 


Perfect freedom from responsibility and 
anxiety, from disappointment and loss, are 
the compensation for the employe who con- 
tents himself with receiving a certain pay for 
a certain amount of time and labor. 
Socialism, according to the man Parsons, 
would break down this established system, and 
put all men on an equal basis in the in- 
dustrial partnership.” That is to say, Mr. 
Fm and Mr. Lzrrer would draw a weekly 
stipend just equal to that of a porter in their 
store, and the responsible head of each de- 
partment no more than a subordinate clerk. 
Socialism, then, eliminates at the very outset 
every inducement for superior brains, expe- 
rience, judgment, and devotion to business. 
It puts all men on a dull level in the matter 
of compensation, and makes all equal in im- 
portance, regardless of moral, physical, and 
intellectual qualities. This establishes a 
community that can be governed only by the 
majority. Individual dictation then ceases, 
and cliques and factions are formed as a 
necessary result. Messrs. Fm and Lzrrer 
would not be likely to remain long at the 
head of affairs under such a system. They 
would be quickly deposed from control to 
make room for a successful intriguer or the 
favorite associate among the 800 or 1,000 
partners. Indeed, Messrs. Fr and Lerrer 
would probably not care to undergo the 
mental strain and anxiety they now endure 
for a single day in order to make their 
business yield rich rewards, when they would 
only share equally with a man who carries 
in boxes and has nothing further on his 
mind, This would be business Communism. 
It would result in a distribution of property, 
and it would result in chaos. The business, 
subjected .to interior intrigues and dissen- 
sions, confused by conflicting judgment and 
changes of policy,—run by a mob, in fact,— 
would soon lose its prestige and its profits. 
The outcome of the experiment would be 
the dissipation of the entire concern within 
a year or so, which would amount to a dis- 
tribution of the property. Who would ben- 
efit by such a revolution? F and Lxrrn, 
it is true, would be stripped of the accumu- 
lation of long years, gained by energy, 
brains, and constant application, but the 800 
or 1,000 employes would be no richer, except, 
perhaps, those who had been dishonest 
enough to take advantage of the general 
wreck and confusion and get the best of 
their associates. 
The essential defect in Socialism as ap- 
plied to business, or an industrial partner - 
ship,” as the man Parsons terms it, is the 
unavoidable absence of a central, perma- 
nent, and dictatorial management. Such 
management is absolutely necessary to the 
success of any large manufacturing, produc- 
ing, or commercial business. Men associate 
their capital whenever it is to their interest 
todo so. They form joint-stock companies 
for conducting railroads, running steam boats, 
telegraph companies, banks, insurance com- 
panies, etc., and agree upon a management 
for a definite period. Even such asso- 
ciations of capital are more or less in- 
jured by the cliques and cabals that they 
generate, but men take the risk of encoun- 
tering these embarrassments and possible 
losses when the prospect of gain attracts 
them. But universal Socialism would have 
no controlling head to any business. It 
would require an equal partition of gain, an 
equal share of loss, equal forbearance one 


toward another, an equal, voice in manage- 


ment, an equal capacity, and an equal de 
votion to mutual interests, in order to result 
successfully. In other words, it would re- 
quire a complete revolution in human nature 
to enable men to live together in harmony 
under such conditions. Greed, ambition, 
intrigue, selfishness, jealousy, laziness, dis- 
honesty, would all have to be exorcised by 
some undiscovered power; otherwise there 
would result chaos, rebellion, bloodshed, 
and universal failure. 

There is one characteristic of social organ- 
ization in this country which will act as a 
permanent protection against this insane 
delusion of Communism, viz.: the wide dis- 
semination of individual property rights and 
interests. The census shows that there are 
3,500, 000 farm-owners in the United States, 
and 2,000,000 men who own their own 
homes or other property in the cities, towns, 
and villages. Every man among all these is 
opposed to the principle and the inevitable 
outcome of Communism. Not one among 
them all can afford to sacrifice his individual 
advantage, gained by his own endeavor, to 
run his chances in the general chaos that 
would result from any attempt at an equal 
division of property and mob-rule in 
business. This force is large enough 
to crush Communism wherever it may 
show its head,—for these 5,500,000 
property-owners, with their relatives 
and dependents, constitute an  over- 
whelming majority and an invincible power 
in the land. They comprise the best brains, 
energy, muscle, courage, and morals of the 
country. They are very equally distributed, 
as they stand, and can protect single com- 
munities, as all in a mass can protect the 
union of communities. No body of men 
under the banner of Communism or Social- 
ism—whether banded together by fanaticism 
or led by demagogues and adventurers— will 
ever be strong enough to seriously threaten 
the peace and welfare of any American com- 
munity. There is no enduring danger to be 
apprehended from Communism in, this coun- 
try ; but serious disturbances and losses may 
be averted by promptly suppressing the fal- 
lacies that lead up to it. 


OUR POSITION AS A NEUTRAL. 

The New York Naton now and then acci- 
dentally pronounces sound judgment upon 
matters under discussion. One of these acci- 
dents has just happened to it. In an article 
upon the position which this country will 
occupy in case of war between England and 
Russia, it decides very rightly that the 
United States will be a neutral, and that it 
will be the duty of our Government to see 
that that neutrality is strictly observed. it 
is a curious feature of the situation —perhaps 
it is more truly a twinge of conscience-—that 
the idea is entertained in England, if she de- 
clares war agaiost Russia, the latter Power 
will issue letters of marque to American ad- 
venturers, and that the seas will swarm with 
Alabamas to prey upon English commerce. 
Even Sir Samut. Baxer writes to the Lon- 
don Times making this dismal prophecy, and 
the English press very generally make the 
same assumption, for no other apparent rea- 
son than that England herself failed to do 
her duty by exercising proper care and sur- 
veillance over privateering adventurers dur- 
ing our own Civil War. Certainly there are 
no precedents that warrant England in her 
assumptions. During none of the wars of

Apart from precedents, there are numerous 
obstacles in our way, even if we were dis- 
posed to help Russia wipe out English com- 
merce. However much we may sympathize 
with Russia and her policy of i 
the Sclaves and releasing them from the hor- 
rible cruelties of the Moslem power, and 
however much we may fail to sympathize 
with England in her efforts to prevent Rus- 
sia from realizing and enjoying the full 
fruits of victory, we are at peace with both 
nations, on good terms with each, and, as a 
neutral, have no intention of lending as- 
sistance to either, unless the intangible sen- 
timent of sympathy can be called assistance. 
As the Nation intimates, the Declaration of 
Paris stands in our way. That Declara- 
tion abolished privateering. Our Gov- 
ernment refused to agree to the an- 
nouncement of the Great Powers that 
privateering is and remains abolished, 
not because it approved of privateer- 
ing, but because it desired to go fur- 
ther and protect even belligerent commerce.” 
We applied the principle of that Declaration 
practically to Great Britain. She did not 
openly interfere with our commerce, or pub- 
licly encourage privateering, but she failed 
to exercise that vigilance which she was 
bound to exercise to prevent depredation 
upon our commerce. We called her to ac- 
count for it at Geneva and fined her heavily. 
If her conduct had been more open she 
would have been fined still more heavily, 
and if she had refused to pay it we should 
have had to declare war against her and 
taken satisfaction with the sword. In like 
manner, if in case of war between England 
and Russia we allow the latter Power to 
issue letters of marque in our ports and send 
out privateers, or if we should fail to exer- 
cise the requisite vigilance to prevent it, 
England would have the same right to call 
us to account, and fine us or make war 
against us. The Treaty of Washington, 
moreover, is an insuperable obstacle in our 
way. That instrument declares explicitly 
that a neutral Government is bound to use 
such vigilance as shall prevent privateering ; 
that it shall not allow belligerents with 
whom it is at peace to use its ports as a base 
of naval operations, or to use them for fitting 
out and arming vessels, and that it shall use 
due diligence to prevent the violation of its 
obligations. Even if we were not hedged in 
by international law and special treaties, 
even if we had not set a precedent of our 
policy in the Alabama case, there would be 
no such danger as the English apprehend. 
No policy is so well settled, and no policy 
has been more rigidly carried out, than that 
of non-interference in European wars. We 
may sympathize very strongly, and express 
ourselves very emphatically, but we have no 
interests in Europe that can be endangered, 
and we have neither the reason nor the dis- 
position to meddle with their quarrels. If 
England desires to make war with Russia 
she need not hesitate on our account, as not 
a single vessel will sail from American ports 


to prey upon English commerce, if due 


diligence” can prevent it. 
THE POPE AND THE TEMPORAL POWER. 

The encyclical of the new Pope reassert- 
ing the claim to the temporal power will dis- 
appoint some of the high expectations that 
were formed on his accession. His inaugn- 
ral and his pastoral letters to the Romish 
clergy promised a more liberal policy. These 
and other utterances, though they did not 
deal with the subject directly, contained al- 
lusions which were interpreted to mean that 
the new Pope had resolved to submit as a 
subject to the rule of the Italian Govern- 
ment. The encyclical shows that these ex- 
pectations were baseless. It approves and 
continues the late Pope’s policy with refer- 
ence to the temporalities, justifying his pro- 
tests against the occupation of Rome, and 
his laments over the loss of his inheritance. 

Whatever moral force the encyclical may 
have,—and we are not disposed to underrate 
its effect upon the Church in foreign lands, — 
it cannot alter the great fact of Italian unity. 
This is now too firmly established to be 
moved by the disapprobation of any spiritual 
power. Free and united Italy exists by vir- 
tue of a popular demand more imperative 
than that which put King Wax on the 
throne of an Empire, or sustains Queen Vic- 
Tonia where she is. The civil power of Pros 
IX., always weak and tottering, crumbled in 
ruins the moment the French troops were 
withdrawn. There was no need then for 
Victor Emmanvet to lay siege to Rome. The 
gates of the city flew open at his approach. 
If the people had had any affection for the 
civil power of the Pope this was the time for 
them to show it. They knew that Victor 
EmMANvEL, years before, had reduced the 
Papal territory from 12,000 to 4,500 square 
miles, reducing the population within 
the Papal jurisdiction from 3,000,000 to 
700,000. They could not have misunder- 
stood his relations to the Holy See when 
they invited him to come and rule over them. 
In spite of these relations, they made their 
invitation pressing, and were anxious and 
impatient till it had been accepted. The 
enthusiasm which they manifested on this 
occasion has not diminished since. When 
Victor Emmanvet died, Rome went into 
mourning. The people entreated his family 
to permit his burial in Rome, declaring 
that he belonged to them as the first Italian 
King, and that no people would cherish his 
memory more fondly, or protect his bones 
more carefully, than themselves. The fami- 
ly of the King, desiring to respect his wishes 
and procure his interment at Turin, yielded 
to the wishes of the Roman people most 
reluctantly, and only because the claims of 
the Capital City seemed to possess national 
importance and significance. A demonstra- 
tion so overwhelming as that which attended 
his funeral must be accepted as testimony to 
the excellence of his reign over the Italian 
States, and the benefits Rome in particular 
derived from it. The Romans owed Vicror 
Exmanvet much for the municipal improve- 
ments which he permitted and encouraged. 
Under his rule Rome was purified of beggars, 
rags; and dirt, introduced to the privileges 
of a free-school system, and appointed the 
Capital of a nation. The Papal Government 
had done her more harm than good, making 
her interests subordinate to those of the 
Church. The Italian Government redeemed 
her from a condition of bondage, and re- 
stored her to name and position as one of 
the great cities of Europe. 

How can the Pope deprive the Roman peo- 
ple of the Government which they have thus 
selected and approved? He cannot, it is 
evident, appeal to them forsympathy. The 
Italian Government has more than realized 
all their expectations. Not only will they 
refuse to surrender it at his order, but they 
would, if necessary, defend it against him or 
any other power in Europe. There is, for- 
tunately, no power against whom they will 
be called to defendit. Of all those which 
owe a nominal allegiance to the Pope, Spain

scarcely an independent nation herself, but 
depends upon the jealousy of her neighbors 
for her own existence. Austria has business 
to keep her fully engaged at home, having 
the Sclavic influence on one side and the 
German on the other to disturb her peace 
and employ her armies. Finally, if all the 
Catholic Powers in Europe were ever 80 
much disposed to restore the Pope's civil 
dominion by force, there isa Protestant in- 
fluence still more formidable which could 
not be brought to consent to it. Germany 
and England would stand by Italy, and the 
combined power of the remainder of Europe 
could not prevail against such an alliance. 

The schemé for the restoration of 
the temporal power being thus im- 
practicable, why should the new Pope 
continue to urge it? There is no strength to 
be gained by insisting upon claims which 
cannot be established. The claims them- 
selves are not sacred. They are merely 
those of long possession. The temporal 
power was not derived from St. Peres. It 
was the gift of old King Perm, who handed 
over this dominion and much more beside to 
the ruling Pope in token of his gratitude for 
the aid he had received from the Church in 
prosecuting his campaigns. CHARLES the 
Great confirmed the title granted by his 
Royal grandfather, and took the iron crown 
from Lxo III. in acknowledgment of his 
services. There was then much reason to 
be grateful for a temporal power, 
since it secured the Pope against 
tyranny at home and _ disobedience 
abroad; but it long since ceased to be valu- 
able for its own sake toa purely spiritual 
cause. Lxo XIII. has as much reason to 
thank ‘Vicror Emmanven and Humsent for 
relieving him from civil cares as his ancestor 
had to reward Cuartemaane for bestowing 
them upon him. And if Lzo were not dis- 
posed to rejoice at the loss of this trouble- 
some Kingdom, he might submit to it with 
patience and resignation as something which 
he has not the power nor the right to pre- 
vent. It is no more the part of wisdom for 
the Head of the Church than fora private 
citizen to continue in rebellion and promote 
dissensions when all chance of success is 
gone, and the State needs the services of all 
its citizens. 3 

WHAT DOES ENGLAND WANT? 

A Berlin dispatch of yesterday gives this 
German view of the English-Russian quarrel : 

The North German Gazette says: The action 
of diplomacy centres in the answer of England to 
Italy's inquiry as to the English Pana. At 
the outbreak of the war England honorably laid 
down her interests as the guide and measure of her 
attitude. Since the conclusion of peace she has 
been exclusively parading in the character of so- 
called European interests. No one knows how 
these interests are to be described. Her pro- 
gramme, the color of which England must sooner 
or later make known, and which has already as- 
sumed very various aspects from the language of 


different English Ministers, will ultimately be de- 
cisive of the Eastern crisis." 


The weakness of the English position from 
the first has been that her Cabinet would not 
or could not state what modifications of the 
San Stefano treaty England demanded. She 
has gone on making preparations for calling 


out reserves, organizing two army corps to 


fight Russia's fourteen, building and buying 
iron-clads, manufacturing torpedoes, sending 
for Hindoo troops, and spending the Parlia- 
mentary grant of $30,000,000 with a free 
hand; but never telling Russia or the Powers 
what modifications of the treaty would 
placate her. Such a position as this is ut- 
terly indefensible before the high court of 
public opinion. A reaction has set in against 
the war furor, and people are now beginning 
to ask each other what Disrazui and Saris- 
BURY are quarreling with Russiaabout. Prince 
Gortscuakorrs reply to the Marquis of 
Satissury’s circular asking England for her 
counter-proposition has caused millions of 
the English to pause and inquire why the 
Government has not stated what modifica- 
tions of the treaty between Russia and Tur- 
key would be satisfactory. So long as 
England proposes nothing of her own in 
amendment of the treaty, it is simply insult- 
ing to ask Russia to submit it for simple 
approval or disapproval. GorrscoHakorr 
placed DsnaEIA in a tight place when he 
said, in reply to Sarispury’s note, If you 
don’t like the San Stefano treaty we have 
made with the Turks, state what you do like, 
and then we shall both appear on equal 
terms at the proposed Congress, where each 
Power will have full liberty of criticism and 
action.” : 

The London Times, which has been lean- 
ing towards the war party, doesn't like Dis- 
RAELI's pettifogging quibbles against accept- 
ing Germany’s proposition to hold a Enuro- 
pean Congress of the Powers to settle the 
It impatiently says: 


The truth is. there is some growing impatience 
of the objections which, rightly or wrongly, the 
British Government are sup to be raising to 
the Congress. The distinction between two for- 
mulas, the one to which England objected suggest- 
ing that the Powers should meet to consider the 
changes to be introduced into the treaties of 1856 
and 1871 in consequence of the recent events, and 
the other, which it is thought will be more accept- 
able, that the Powers meet to consider the treaties 
of 1856 and 1871 in relation to the treaty of San 
Stefano, seems too shadowy to be grasped by un 
diplomatic minds. 


The late London papers are filled with the 
great debate in Parliament on the question 
what England should do. Lord Dxanr, who 
was compelled to resign from the Cabinet on 
account of Disrar.i’s senseless belligerent 


intentions, made a speech, of which this is a 
fair synopsis: 

Lord Dzersy pointed out that the gravity attributed 
to the faiture of the Congress was largely factitious, 
inasmuch as the questions it was expected to settle 
could be settied by negotiation between individual 
Powers; he showed with the clearness of a man 
who knows what he is talking about, that in case 
of war England could count on no ally but Austria, 
and that Austria, owing to the pecaliar composi- 
tion of her population and her army, could not be 
relied on for a long war, and might at any stage in 
the struggle be compelled to make separate terms 
with Russa. He then came to the tremendons 
question, What is to be the object of the war? It 
cannot be to restore Turkey, for all are agreed that 
that is impossible. If it is to procure a reduction 
in the amount of the 422 „there is no good 
reason for thinking that this cannot be sccomplish- 
ed by peaceful negotiation. There is, he said, 
however, behind these excuses a stronger mo- 
tive than any of them, and that is a desire 
to restore English prestige, which the 
has — into its head has diminished. He 
denied that English prestige had been diminished: 
the existing anxiety about her course ail over 
Europe was proof of the contrary. But t it had 
been diminished, it was due to the ridicalous

Unwillingness of the Men to Take 


Them. 


What the Large and Small Business 
Houses Think of Them. | 


Imperative Necessity of Doing Something 
to Give the Paper a Value. 


The pay-day signal was sent over the city tele- 
graph wires Friday afternoon, and the policemen 
and « number of firemen congregated at the Comp- 
troller’s office yesterday morning to get their sal- 
aries, Nothing had been said to the police about 
scrip, but the firemen had been notified that all 
who wanted it could leave their engine-houses. 
Only twenty or thirty of the former, and eight or 
ten of the latter, signed the pay rolls and took the 
paper. Nearly all the discharged watchmen, how- 
ever, did so. All of these men had made ar- 
rangements with landlords or grocerymen, etc., to 
relieve them ofit. The others, who did not know 
how to get rid of the paper, declined to receive 
it. They could not be forced to take it, 80 they 
went away dissatisfied. Later in the day, all ex- 
cept three or four of the Sanitary Inspectors ac- 
cepted their January, February, and March pay in 
the scrip, the greater number being willing to 
trust to luck in-disposing of it. They needed 
something to buy food with, and would have ac- 
cepted anything which possibly might procure 
them what they needed. Corporation-Counsel 
Bonfield took scrip for his pay, as did Marshal 
Benner; but these are the only heads of depart- 
ments who consented! The others want to khow 
what can be gotten forit. The latter, the lawyers 
say. are the wiser, for they can sue 
for their pay, and get judgment, and have 
a tax levied; but the former bave no remedy ex- 
cept against the officers individually who issued it 
-—the Mayocand Comptroller. The refusal of the 
policemen and firemen to take the acrip did not 
secm to surprise those officials. His Honor said: 
If the paper isn't legal, we cannot issue any un- 
der the Springfield decision, and the only thing to 
do is to shut up shop. There is just one way 
to establish its legality,” said au Alderman, ‘‘and 
that ie to do as was done with the revenue war- 
rants in 1876—soaomit it to three Judges for an opin- 
ion. A favorable decision would give people con- 
fidence, and the city employes would doubtless be 


able to dispose of all they get at 96 cents, since the 
paper could be used for taxes in eight months. In 
the absence of a judicial ruling, the banks wil! not 
touch it, and unless they do take it for collateral, 
thus putting a vaine upon it, the city might as

Mar- 
shal Renner, itis understood, aleo took his, in- 
tending to use them, if he could, in paying his 
rent. 

A large majority of the policemen living in tke 
West Division reside in that district reached by 
South Halsted street and Blue Island avenue, and 
consequently patronize the tradesmen such as 
butchers, bakers, and grocers doing business along 
those thoroughfares. Whenit became a known 
fact that the city wae going to give outecrip, a 
number of policemen went tw these trades- 
men to see “if they would accept 
them in pres for debts contracted 
since Jan. 1. None of them were willing to take 
it in payment for such debts at their face value, 
nor were they willing to receive it in payment for 
goods, and they recommended the police to take 
such scrip to some one who was making a business 
of discounting it. The tradesmen were unwilling 
to receive it at all, unless the commission mer- 
chant, and the banker should also countenance it, 
and only a few avowed themselves willing to take 
it at any rate of discount that might be fixed upon 
it by the bankers and brokers. It was chiefly in 
consequence of such a pronounced opposition to 
scrip that the West Division police yesterday re- 
fueed to take anything but cash, which they did 
not get. 

THE COMMERCIAL CLUB. 

Last evening, at the regular meeting of the Chi- 
cago Commercial Club, which was held at the 
Club-House on Monroe street, the sudject of city 
finances came up for consideration. The Mayor 
and the Hon. Charles B. Farwell were present. 
The former made a few remarks, stating the 
unhappy condition to which the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court has reduced the city; how it 
was without money, and without the means of get- 
ting any—unable to pay its firemen, its policemen, 
its school-teachers, to carry on needed improve- 
ments, or to make necessary revairs, unless some 
action was taken by capitalists and business men 
for the pu of giving some value to the only 
thing in which the employes coald be paid—the 
city warrants. Of their validity he had no ques- 
tion, but recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
had inspired general distrust in the paper of 
the city, no matter what ite form was. 
That distrust could be counteracted 
and the city saved from shutting up shop only by 
the prompt action of those whom he saw before 
him. If they chose to co-operate, —to take those 
warrants and to unite in carrying them, — 
then the city employes, who had 
been working hard and well for four 
months without receiving a cent of pay, would 
be able to pay off their indebtedness, and would 
continue to work as well, and — —— more cheer - 
fully than they had been working since February. 
If no aid came from them, then it would be abso- 
lately necessary for the machinery of 
the City Government to stop. The 
men already showed a disinclination to 
take the warrants, because they didn’t know how 
they could dis of them, and it was not to ve 
expected that they could goon and work twelve, 
or fourteen, or twenty months without receiving 
an A 
Me arwell also spoke, briefly dwelling on the 
city’s condition, and expressing the belief that 
enough public spirit could be evoked to take the 
warrants, to give then a value, and to prevent the 
disgrace and the pecuniary loss which would fol- 
low tre suspension of the Government. 

The subject was talked over informally by a large 
number of those present, and the feeling expressed 
was that the representatives of the larger business 
interests would take some action looking to sus- 
taining the credit of the city, and to taking some 
of the warrants and thus giving the smaller dealers 
conuſidenoe in their value. 

A reporter took a tour yesterday afternoon 
among

down town to ascertain how much faith they. had 
in city scrip, and how far they were prepared to 
show that faith by their works—in other words, 
to what extent, if any, they would take the new 
money, and whether they would. take it at par or 
anywhere near par. The only man he found that 
had any decided opinion about it was one of the 
Pardridge brothers, who said he would be willin 
to take $10,000 of it, provided he coul 
pay his 1877 
would take more, if 
he did not have to wait too 
the.money from the city. If it was only u year he 
would take itat 90 cents. He supposed, however, 
that the discount would be regulated by the action 
of the banks, and intimated that such action would 
affect the business men in their dealings with the 
new paper. The reporter aleo cailed on another 
State street dry-goods firm, but its head admitted 
that be had not given the subject any attention, 
and did not know what he should doif anybody 
came in to trade and offered the scrip in payment. 
In fact, he would not pronounce any opinion on 
the matter whatever, for the reason that he hadn't 
any, and desired to wait and see what the lawyers 
and bankers had to say about it. The head of an- 
other dry-goods firm on the same street was out of 
the city, and his opinion could not be obtained. 
One of the firm of William Aldrich & Co., the 
wholemale grocers on Lake strect. could not say 
what they woulddo. They had seen statements 
inthe papers that the ecrip was good. but they 
hadu't made up their minds whetherto take any 
or not. One of the tirm of Hibbard & Spencer said 
adout the same thing, and a representative of 
Franklin MacVeagh & Co. stated courteously that 
they would wait and see what the bankers and 
lawyers decided todo about the scrip before they 
made up their minds whether to touch it or not. 

Ald. D. Ki. Pearsons was encountered on the 
stairs of Tue Tuinuxe Building, and tne reporter 
abruptly accosted him with the question, 

Are you Willing totake city warrants oS Bet 
value in exchange for any commodity of jife that a 
city employe may chance to require from you? 

es, sir, replied the Alderman; if any

Our margin 
for profit is very small. Weusedto make some- 
thing on canned goods, but every grocery is run- 
ning on them. We don't make on an average over 7 
per cent, and that does but very little more than 
pay store-rent and actual expenses. 

How much do city employes owe you?” 

Between $4,000 and $5,000. Our capital is 
limited, and it cripples as materially. But then 
we can't drop these people who have dealt with us 
for years, and always paid us. What we will do 
is this: from all our customers we will take scrip 
at par, bat if it is enjoined or declared illegal, of 
course we will have to save ourselves. ' 

A prominent West Side butcher and green grocer 
said that he had a large number of city employes 
upon his books. He could not afford to-take all 
that is due him in scrip, but would accept it to the 
amount of $300 or $400 a month, as he needed a 
great deal of ready cash to do business with. He 
would take all scrip at par uniess it was declared 
illegal, and then he would decline to touch it. Or, 
if the discount was too great. he would have to 
shield himself. At any rate he would take about 
$1, 000 of it, as he would have to pay about that 
much for taxes.

DEPRECIATION OF REAL ESTATE IN NEW YORK.

At the 
gale On Tuesday the whole of it, in twenty differ- 
ent lots, brought just $137,000, or very little over 
one-fourth the estimated value in good times. 
And as a matter of fact it did not even bring that, 
for a considerable, if not the greater, part was 
bought in for the heirs, the bona-fide bids not be- 
ing satisfactory. The same thing may be said of 
two-thirds of the large real-estate sales of the past 
three years. 


ALFRED MORTON. 


Whe He Is, and in Whese Pay He Is 
Workiag—An Emissary of Tilden. 
New York Times, April 26. 

Alfred Morton, once a Special Agent of the 
Post-Office Department, and a Conkling emis- 
sary tothe Virginia Republican Convention in 
1876, appears to have been the engineer of the 
Tilden mine in Fiorida. Morton helped Mr. 
Wiliam E. Chandler to supervise the count of 
the Electoral vote in Florida, but Morton was 
ousted from his place by an ungrateful Ad- 
ministration, and Senator Conkling pro- 
fessed himself to be without in- 
fluence enough to find him an- 
other. 80, being without money or friends, 
and despairing of being abie to earn 
an honest living, Morton fell into the hands of 
Tilden and David Dudley Field. He was readily 
hirea to goto Florida and prove things to be 
black which he had previously declared to be 
white. In this, however, he was partly aided 
| by ex-Secretary of State McLin, who bad also 
suffered from political ingratitude. Between 
them they have got out a “confession ’’ whose 
worthicssness as evidence is as apparent as its ab- 
solute irrelevancy to any question which can now 
be raised affecting the title of President Hayes. 
The florida incident may serve to modify the 
regret felt at the elimination of Republican 
leaders in the South from national politics; it 
will hardly be reckoned as a serious element in 
the political problems of the hour. 

Morton’s political career is simply that of a 
satellite of Senator Conkling. During the pre- 
liminary canvass for President he was exceed- 
ingly active in Virginia and elsewhere to secure 
the nomipation of Senator Roscoe Conklin 
He was at that time a resident of Richmond, 
Va., and had been the Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee of Virginia. Finding 
him of great service, and believing that his in- 
fluence would secure a 8 delegation to 
Cincinnati, the senior Senator from New Yor 
through President Grant, made Morton a 8 — 
Agent of the Post-Oflice Department. Com 
gressman Thomas K. Platt was ostensibly the 
backer of Morton, but Conkling was 
in reality the power that gave him his place. 
Having secured the position named, Morton 
went to work actively to work for his on, 
and it was through his instrumentality that the 
Virginia Convention refused to declare ber 
mously in favor of Blaine. This service, how- 
ever, was all that Morton could render to Mr. 
Conkling. Still, the Senator from New York 
was grate and prevented Mr. Jewell from 
removing Morton, which ths ex-Postmaster- 
General at ove time gg ory doing. Just

The principal item of Western news on Change 
Saturday was to the effect that our receipts of 
wheat will soon showa material increase. The 
weather west of the Mississippi has not been so 
villainously bad ae with us, and the better prices 
now ruling are encouraging the farmers to deliver. 
lowa and Minnesota alike are preparing to send 
wheat forward in increased volume, and thie fact 
prevented wheat from advancing in our market 
Saturday, though the news from Europe was favor- 
able toa rise in prices. A good deal of this wheat 
has already been sold to arrive here for shipment 
to Europe, so that increased receipts will not 
necessarily mean much larger offerings on our 
market; bat the effect of a more hberal movement 
is bearishness in the speculative crowd all the 
same. 

Another noteworthy fact was the widening pre- 
mium paid for carrying pork from May into June. 
The difference amounted to 22\c, and that in lard 
increased also in sympathy. The cause was a 
strong pressure to sell May and buy June to avoid 
the risk of carrying the property through next 
month. Some of the parties who were spoken to 
on the subject thought that the question of condi- 
tion had nothing to do with it, as the packers guar- 
antee the condition of their pork anyway. If this 
be so, then the only remaining reason is fear for 
the safety of the pork dunmnga Communistic ex- 
citement; indeed, this was freely assigned as the 
cause for the change, though it is not improbable 
that the allegation was groundless. 

The leading produce markets were somewha 
less active, and grain was steadier, while provis- 
ions were easier under a diminished demand. The 
advices from Europe indicated further strength in 
breadstuffs there, but the morning's news was 
construed to mean no more fighting" on the 
Eastern question, and this prevented a further ad- 
vance here. The receipts of produce were fair in 
volume, those of oats being large. 

There was a rather quiet market for staple and 
fancy dry goods, the diminished movement being 
due to the disagreeable weather of the past few 
days. Prices remain as before, ruling steady and 
firm. The demgnd for groceries was up to all rea- 
sonable expectations. Orders were numerous and 
liberal, and the volume of sales was larger than in 
past seasons at a corresponding period. Sugars 
were steadjer than during the ealier days of the 
week. Coffees and teas were firm. The butter 
market was without marked change. There 
is a depressed feeling among nolders, and 4 good 
deal of anxiety to realize is manifested. Cheese 
also remains ina weak and unsettied condition. 
Prices of dried fruits, canned goods, and fish re- 
main unchanged. The oil market was devoid of 
new features. A fair demand existed, and the 
prices current on the preceding days of the week 
were adhered to. Bagging, tobacco, leather, paints, 
colors, coal, and wood were quoted as before. 

At the lumber-yards trade continues active, the 
sales of dry stuff being as large as on other days of 
the week. The cargo market was fairly active for 
a Saturday, the common grades deciining about 25 
@50c per 1. 000 feet. in consequence of the news 
from the pine regions that the iogs are running out 
rapidly, the heavy rains having raised the streams 
to high water. Seeds were quiet and steady. The 
season is about over, and dealers are {fill- 
ing their small orders with seed from store. 
Broom corn was dull and easy. Hides were sala- 
ble to the local dealers at unchanged prices. Eggs 
were firmer and peultry steady under a fair in- 
quiry, with limited offerings. Green fruits were 
in good request at recent prices. Hay met witha 
good local demand, and closed firmer, the offerings 
being scarcely adequate., 

Lake freights were rather dull at the inside quo- 
tations of the previous day, at 3c for corn to Buf- 
falo and nominally 3\%c for wheat to do. Room 
was taken for 140, 000 bu corn. 

Through rates by lake and canal were easy. 
To New York they were quoted at 9%c on wheat 
and 8%c on corn; and 12 and 11e for do via lake 
and rail. To Boston, 14%c and 13\c. 

Rail freights were quoted steady on a basis of 
25c per 100 lbs on grain and boxed meats to New 
York.

THE TU RF. 
VARIETY NEEDED. 

There has been a good deal of talk lately about 
a stallion race through the Eastern circuit next 
summer, but as yet nothing definite has been done. 
It is argued by those who favor the proposed race 
that it would be a novelty, and from this reason 
alone would attract large audiences at the points 
inciuded in the centrai circuit. This is un- 
doubtedly true, and the only wonder is 
that the managers’ of tracks have not seen 
long ago that what is wanted in 
turf sporte is variety. They are generally sharp 
enough in matters pertaining to their business in- 
terests, but in this particular have been wofully 
behind the age. For the past decade, during 
which time the trotting interest has undergone a 
wonderful development and growth, the style of 
racing has not varied in the slightest degree. The 
same old dose of mile heats, three in five, to 
harness, has been administered to a long-suffer- 
ing and uncomplaining public season after season, 
and finally, when the attendance at some of the 
best known and hitherto most successful tracks 
has begun to drop off somewhat, the astute gentle- 
men who conduct them cannot tell why the interest 
in turf matters is on the wane, and lay it all to the 
hard times. It 1s no wonder that the public has 
become tired of the everlasting mile-heat-in-har- 
ness business. It is undoubtedly the best methoa 
of developing a horse’s speed, and, to a certain 
extent, is pleasing, but even a „ de foigras 
pails on the appetiteif pi on the table too 
As has been remarked in these columns 
— oe — . the — - 
patroniz portion 0 public 
wants e and until it is furnished 
by those who run the tracks a larger proportion 
will «tay away each season, until there will be 
more horses on the track during race week than 
spectators in the seats.

If people will 
turn out to witness a stallion race use of its 
novelty, and because there are a namber of the 
fasted horses in the country eligible to it, they 
will also turn out to see a double team race, free 
to all. a saddle race, a two or three mile and re- 
peat race to harness, or a five-year-old trot. If 
these facts can only be hammered irto the organi- 
zations of the track managers, a new era in turf 
sports will have been begun, and that it would 
prove a benefit to all parties concerned there can 
scarcely be a doubt. 

In regard to the proposed stallion race, it may be 
said that when it was rst proposed there was some 
talk of handicapping Hannis and Smuggler. Why 
anybody ever wanted to handicap the last-named 
beast it is hard to understand. The blaze-faced 
flag-fighter has always been kept pretty busy to 
stay in a race until it was finished, and the talk 
about nandicap ping him was doubtless a delicate 
bit of sarcasm, which will be appreciated by horee- 
men. Nor will it be found necessary to impose 
any weight penaltyon Hannis in case the pro- 
posed race is made. There are several stallions in 
the country who are fast enough to crowd the lit- 
tle chestnut son of Mambrino Pilot from wire to 
wire, and should Gov. Sprague come outin good 
form this season, and laced in the hands of a 
competent man, it would be a nip-and-tuck con- 
test between the two. Mr. Peck, of Hartford, 
owner of the stallion Voltaire, that has never lost 
a race, although trotting against some of the best 
horses in the country, has expressed a willingness 
to enter his horse in a stallion race, and enough 
others would probably be there to make mat- 
ters interesting. The ideais worthy of serious 
consideration by the 1 17 of the Circuit 
tracks, and, as there is hardly a chance for the 
associations to lose money by such a race, the 
probabilities are that it will be established. 

POWERS AND VOLTAIRE. 

There is a prospect that the two well-known trot- 
ters whose names head this article will come together 
this season in a series of match-races, which, if 
they occur, will certainlyjbe among the most inter- 
—— events of the year. These animals have 
already fought out many a hotly contested race 
between themselves, and although Powers has 
in ever instance been defeated, he has 
never ailed to acguit himself more 
than creditably. In view of the fact that both 
these horses came out green“ at the beginning 
of last season, and before its close had acquired a 
record of 2:21%, something regarding their oreed- 
ing and performances will be of interest. But 
first to the proposed series of matches. Mr. Alden 
Goldsmith, owner of Powers, offers to match his 
borse against Voltaire, to trot three races, the first 
of mile heats, three in five; the second, two-mile 
heats; and the third, three-mile heats; all in har- 
ness, and g day and track. The first race for 
$1,000 a side, the second for $2,000 a side, and 
the third for $3,000 a side. The first race to be 
trotted Saturday, June 15; the second, Saturday, 
June 22; the third, Saturday, June 20, and ali the 
races to take place at Prospect Park, provided that 
track becomes a member of the Nationa! Associa- 
tion. The sum of $500 on each race to be put up 
when the proposition is accepted, andthe whole to 
be made good on the day before the first race, after 
which all becomes pay or play. 

This is certainly a very bold proposition on the 

rt of Powers’ owner, and shows plainly that he 

lieves his horse capabie of even greater things 
than he has yet accomplished. It must be borne in 
mind that Powers has never won a race from Vol- 
taire, although they came together three times last 
season, and that no horse was able to beat the 
Hartford stallion a race last season. although he 
met such good ones, exclusive of Powers, as Wild 
Lily, Pratt, Vivandiere, Qweechy Maid, Honest 
Harry, Alley, Planter, Tom Keeler, Big Fellow, 
Richard, Amy B., Blackwood, Jr., and Nil Desper- 
andum. With an unbroken record of victories before 
him, and the further fact that the two best horses 
in his stable last year—Powers and Alley—were 
among those defeated by Voltaire, it is somewhat 
surprising that Mr. Goldsmith shoald issue such 
a sweeping challenge.

Powers, in 
whose speed and endurance he piacesso much 
confidence, isa brown gelding by Volunteer. out 
of a mare by Harry Clay, these lines of breeding 
making him a brother in blood to the Chicago 
horse Bodine, record 2:16. He came out 
$4 n last season, and trotted his first race at 
Rhinebeck, N. I., May 16, where he defeated 
Newton, Jim Murray, Neilson, Charity, Lady 
Getouches, and dJilt'’s Damsel, in 2:39. 2:42, 
2:43%, and on the following day at the same 
beat about the same field in 2 43, 2:47%, 
. He then went to Poughkeepsie, where, 
on May 22, he captured a field composed of Will- 
iam T. Allen, Juno, Sidney Breeze, Maria Stew- 
art, and Ridgewood, in 2:32%, 2:33, 2:39. The 
next day he defeated Phantom, Newton, and 
Charity, in 2:33, 2:35, 2:35%. From Pough- 
keepsie Powers traveled to Fleetwood Park. 
where, on a 29, he won a 81. 000 
purse in 2:20, 2:29%, 2:30, W. T. Allen taking 
the first heat in 2:33%. He then went to Boston, 
and, at Mystic Park, June 5, sustained his first 
defeat, meeting the redoubtable Voltaire in a race 
for green“ horses. It was a hot contest and a 
long one. Powers won the first heat in 2:27; 
taire the second and third heats in 2:24, 2:24; 
Powers the fourth in 2:24. and Voltaire the fifth 
and race in 2:25%. Wild Lily, Frank Saylor, John 
McDougall, Pratt, Vivandiere: Frank A. Chestnut 
Hill, Oshlega Belle, Queechy Maid, George C. 
Hall, and Chester were also in this race when it 
began, but the was too hotfor them, and 
Pratt and Frank A were drawn before the fourth 
heath, Vivandiere and Chestnut distanced in the 
fourth, Oshlega Belle in the third. and Queechy 
Maid and Hall in the second. On Jane 12, at Bea- 
con Park, Powers and Voltaire again came togeth- 
er, and again the representative of the Volunteer 
and Clay families was forced to lower his colors to 
the son of Tattler. The time of the heats in this 
race was 2:24%, 2:25, 2:24, 2:24, 2:26, Powers 
winning the first and third, and Voltaire the sec- 
ond, fourth, and fifth. It was a bitter battle for 
supremacy from start to finish. and, as in the former 
race, five heats were required to settle it. all of 
which were trotted between 2:24, and 2:25, an 
unprecedented showing ina green race where 
the heate were split up. Their next tilt 
was at Dover, N. H., June 19, over a slow 
track, and for the third time Voltaire took first 
money, although the customary five heats were 
trotted, Powers winning the first twoin 2:28, 2:28, 
and Voltaire the last three in 2:28, 2:20, 2:30. 

After this bot campaign with Voltaire, Powers 
wona couple of very creditable races at Dover 
and Poughkeepsie, and then entered the Grand 
Central Circuit, where he acquitted himself with 
credit. His 13 victory in this series of races, 
however, was at Utica, where, on Aug. 14 and 15. 
—the race having been carried over to the day fol- 
lowing that on which it was begun, —he beat White 
Stockings, who won the first and second heats; 
Idol, who won the fourth; Laay Snell, Mazo 
Manie, Planter, and Amy B, in the order named, 
the time of the heats being 2:21, 2:22, 2:27%, 
2:26, 2:21%, 2,24. This race proved him to be a 
game horse as wellas a speedy one, and added 
— 22 to the reputation he had already ob- 
tained. 

Voltaire’s career, as has before been stated, has 
been one of uninterrupted successes. His first race 
was at Mystic Park, Boston, June 5, where he de- 
feated Powers and eleven others, in the second, 
third, and fifth heats, Powers winning the first and 
fourth. Time, 2:27, 2:24, 2:24, 2:24, 2:25%. 
He again defeated Powers June 12, at Beacon 
Park, in the second, fourth, and fifth heats, the 
time of the race being 2:24%, 2:25%, 2:24, 3:24, 
2:26. At Dover, N. H., June 19, ne won over 
about the same field, in 2:28, 2:20, 2:30, 
Powers vee the first and second heats in 2<2s, 
2:28. At Hartford, A* 28, Voltaire met Honest 
Harry, Alley, Planter, Tom Keeler, Big Fellow, 
Richard, and Amy B., in a race for a $2,500 purse. 
He won the first heat in 2:23; Honest Harry the 
second and third in 2:22%, 2:25; and Voltaire the 
fourth and fifth in 2:26, 2:27%. At Mystic Park, 
ner. 7, he trotted for a $1,000 purse against 

, Tom Keeler, Honest Harry, and Queechy 
Maid. and won in 2:25, 2:25%, 2:244%. He closed 
his career of victomes at Hartford, Sept. 20, by 
beating Blackwood, Jr., and Nil Desperandum in 
2:21\, 2:23, 2:24%, Blackwood winning the first 
heat in 2:25. f , 

These are the records of the twohorses. They 
are both first-class ones, and, should the animals 
that made them come together in a series of races, 
the record of the one that won would undoubtedly 
be lowered.

PEDESTRIANISM. 
HUGHES’ FBAT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New York, April 27.—John Hughes finished 
his walk of 144 hours at 8:23 to-night at Central 


Park Garden. He did not beat O'Leary. He 
traveled but 380 miles and 3,485 feet 
in the same time that O'Leary walked 


530 miles and 1,320 feet. This leaves Hughes 
about 130 miles behind O’Leary’s record, but 
Hughes has done, more than any unpracticed man 
has before done in covering within a frac- 
tion of 409 miles in six days. 
training. For five days 
he walked with a toe blistered and inflamed, and 
the toe-nall being removed by Dr. Pray on Friday. 
he continued on the track an ran and walked 
eighty-nine miles afterthe operation had been 
performed, His abilities as a long-distance 
runner are of the highest order, and 
allowing him to change his gait from running to 
walking, and vice versa, he is expected to prove a 
dangerous rivai to O'Leary, as his powers of en- 
durance are great. Heran the last two miles of 
the match, walking the 408th mile in eight minutes 
and 45 seconds, and the next in hine mivutes and 
two seconds. ; 

His last day's walk began abont 8:20 this morn- 
ing, when he had completed 375 mies. He walk- 
ed siowly all day, as it was deemed useless in the 
poor condition of his foot to make bim run. His 
time against O'Leary closed at 3:28 in the 
afternoon, and he continued to waik to show he 
had ** staying powers. A large crowd of spec- 
tators gathered inthe garden and applauded and 
encouraged him at intervals. The Big 
Four,” a quartette of singers from Harry 
Hill's, and a song-and-dance man enlivened 
the monotony of the promenade. Hughes occu- 
pied fourteen minutes in walking his 40lst mile. 


and 18 minutes 8 seconds in the 407th 
mile. The noise and excitement in the hall were 
tremendous at this time, and the crowd called on 
him to run. On the second lap 
of the 408th mile he asked for 
his jacket, and as soon as he had 


put it on he fell into hie peculiar Connaught bog 
trot. On the fourteenth lap he dropped back into 
a walk, and finished the mile in 8 minutes 47 
seconds. 

At the beginning of the next mile he again ran, 
and continued it until the close of his time, amid 
wild cheering and cries of Go on, Hughey.” 

Having completed his time and journeying, the 
crowd gave him a parting cheer, and he was taken 
into the Turkish bath and warmed and rubbed 
down, and an hour later came down town. 

Hughes will shortly go into professional train- 
ing, and make a second effort to beat O'Leary's 
time, and, if he succeeds, will challenge O'Leary 
to walk on the same track with him.

Those Contracts, and What They 
Cost the Government. 


Ways of Killing Time---Possibility of a 
Grand Jury. 


The labors of the Commission which for the past 
two weeks or thereabouts has had mm charge the 
investigation of the manner in which the new 
Custom-House has been erected have not been 
without fruit. The daily progress of the inquisition 
and its results have been duly commented on at 
length in the columns of Tur Trreuns, and the 


conclusion which must be arrivea at by all Who 


have given the subjectany thought whatever is that 
the contracts under which Mueller furnished the 
stone were conceived in iniquity and brought forth 


in fraud. In the most systematic and plausible 
manner was the Government deliberately 
robbed of hundreds oof thousands of 
dollars. At the time that the 


first proposals for furnishing the stone were made, 
A. B. Muilett, the profane Mullett. who swore 
worse than the army in Fianders,—and who, by 
the way, is no sucker," in the street parlance of 
the day,—was the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury Department. In advertising for bids he 
stipulated that the dimension-stone was to be fur- 
nished according to specified net sizes, and it was 
with this understanding that the owners and man- 
agers of certain quarries throughout the country 
made proposals. Mueller was the lucky man. He 
controlied a ledge of Buena Vista sandstone some 
twenty or thirty miles from Cincinnati. His bid 
was accepted, and in the light of what 
has been discovered during the past week 
the internal evidences point damagmgly to the 
supposition that he arranged things to have the 
contract awarded to himself. At the time the 
award was made there was in the office of the Su- 
pervising Architect, occupying a very responsible 
position, one 
A. G. MILLS. ' 
To him was intrusted the work of drawing up the 
contract. It was for the aimension-stone, and 
cleverly he did execute it so as to give Mueller the 
benefit of the measurement. In place of specify- 
ing that the stone would be paid for on the basis of 
net sizes, it was stipulated that one-half inch each 
way should be added, on the plea that such margin 
was required for dressing. And it was on 
the basis of this gift that the Government 
was compelled to pay for the 
stone. As Tue Tau remarked some 
days ago, this was equivalent to paying the lum- 
berman for the slabs on an order for a cargo of 
** bill stuff.’ Shortly after this contract was en- 
tered into—it bears date Sept. 2, 1872—work was 
begun on excavating for the foundations, and J. 
C. Rankin, asbrewd and canny Scot, who was 
thoroughly alive to Rankin's interests. was ap- 
pointed Superintending Architect, and it was an- 
der his management that the subsequent supple- 
mentary contracts were made. In December of 
the same year Mueller was awarded the job of fur- 
nishing the stone for the area walls. his being 
verfectiy plain work, and the stones 
being of large size, no opportunity for 
a swindle iurk therein. Mueller, however, 
had tasted blood, and yearned for more. By a 
— trick, which was connived at in the office of 
the Supervising Architect, he haa been given the 
benefit of a slight extra measurement over and 
above the net sizes, but with this he was not satis- 
fied. There was in it an illegitimate profit of afew 
thousand dollars, but that wasn’t enough. Wheth- 
er he had been obliged to come down” toa 
greater extent than he anticipated, and therefore 
determined to get even, or whether actuated by an 
unholy desire to increase his worldly possessions 
at the expense of a nation already up to its lips 
in debt, does not appear on record, 
but the circumstantial evidence goes largely 
to prove that both incentives were not wanting, 
and that a ring was deliberately formed between 
him and Mallett, Mills, and Rankin for their mu- 
tual benefit. In July, 1873, the Government was 
betrayed by these last named into entcrin 
into a contract with Mueller, whereby he shoul 
receive a commission of 15 per cent for superin- 
tending the cutting of the stone to be used in the 
structure. Not quite a month later 
. A SUPPLEMENTAL AGREEMENT 
was made whereby ne was to receive 35 cents per 
cubic foot for sawing whatever stone the Superin- 
tending Architect should determine to have 
dress in that manner. After several hun- 
dred stones had deen delivered at the 
site of the buildi twas apparently discovered 
one fine morning that there was not sufficient room 
whereon to dress it as required, and another con- 
tract was entered into, whereby Mueiler was to 
dump the stone at any point within twelve biocks 
of the building, and that he should receive 15 cents 
er cubic foot for handling and the same for hauling 
t to the site. After all these corrupt agreements— 
though innocent enough looking on their face—had 
been duly ratified, Muellec commenced his work 
in earnest. The Twelfth street yards were 
secured, and machinery was at once set up 
for handling the ashlars. Some 300 or 400 
stone-cuttere were set at work, and the most system- 
atic scheme ever incubated for getting ‘the money 
of the public was set in motion. Tas Tinu 
has already described how an overcharge of from 
20,000 to 25,000 days’ time was perpetrated. on 
furnishing the stone for the attic story and the 
chimneys. It bas already detailed at length how 
the stone-cutters were set at work cutting sleeve- 
buttons, paper-weights, ornamental lamps, etc., 
when there was a scarcity of stone, and for this 
Uncle Sam was duly charged at the rate of $3 to 
$3.75 per day. And some of the sleeve-buttons 
represent three days’ labor, —at least that ie what 
was charged up for them. It was minutely related 
how the stone-cutters and others employed at the 
Twelfth street yards were assessed from $3 to $5 
each, and with the proceeds acouple of sloop- 
yachts were purchased; and how on pleasant af- 
ternoons chisels and mallets were — rer and all 
hands, oras many asthe craft would hold, went 
sailing down to Hyde Park and South. Chicago. 
When the perch refused to bite, owing to off-shore 
winds, the stone-cutting land-lubbers would occa- 
sionally indulge in yacht-racing for the drinks, the 
latter to paid when the contestants 
came on shore. And to this amusement 
our National Uncle contributed $3 or there- 
abouts per man day. It was 
further related how the stone-cutters put in their 
time by attending base-bail games when work was 
slack, so that Mueller could charge up his com- 
mission on the days’ wages paid by the Govern- 
ment for labor that had not been performed. All 
these eccentricties were described at length, and it 
is unnecessary to go into details now. 
ONE OF THE WAYS 

in which the deliberate shiftlessness was carried on 
was yesterday graphically described by one of the 
workmen to a TRIBUNE reporter. Why," said 
he, when I went to work in the morning I was 
iven a ticket to go to work ons certain stone. 
‘ne foreman pointed it out to me. It was not 
on the ‘banker,’ and of course I could do 
nothing at it until it was placed in position. I sat 
around and waited for the gang to set it up. They 
would turn up early in the afternoon and place the 
stone in position. Then I would go to work to en 
it outin accordance with the ogee But I foun 
that it was not set up properly. This completed 
the day. Next morning! came around on time, 
but could not do anything, because the gang had 
not appeared to fix the stone for me. They would 
turn up about noon, and put it in position. So 
ou. see a day and one-half was consumed 
efore I could give a single stroke 
of the chisel. I picked away ali the time 
allowed for dressing one side, and then 
the stone would have to be turned over. The gan 
to whom was intrusted this job turned up in abou 
the same manner as before, and the same process 
was gone through with. In this way the noble 
art of not how to do it was constantly prac- 
ticed, all for the glory and profitof Mueller and 
the Ring. 

During the continuance of this work Mueller 
hired the stone-cutters and foremen. The Govern- 
meut provided the time-keepers and stone-inspect- 
ors. Cutterewhom the time-keepers did not like 
on the ground that they were not sufficiently ex- 
pert were reduced to the second-rate class, 
which received a lower rate of pay. 
Very few of these were kept on 


‘the work; asthe lower wages failed to produce for 


Mueller as large a percentage as the first-class 
operatives. He actually had no responsibility 
whatever. He provided a paymaster and clerk, 
The latter he would have toemploy anyhow. For 
practically doing nothing he receiv a douceur 
of $160, 600, in the shape of a 15 per cent com- 
mission, and the only expense entailed was the 
salary of a paymaster, say $1, 500 per year. 
THE -SAWING CONTRACT 
was a brilliant scheme to get something for noth- 


ing. The most of was done at the 
quarry, for the reason that Mueller found 
it the most economical way of getting 


out the stone. It entailed less waste than by 
‘* wedging,’ and was in itself a source of profit to 
a moderate extent. The stone had to be cut toa 
stipulated size, and, if Mueller could save money 
by sawing instead of wedging, it was to his inter- 
esttodoso.

A shocking accident occurred yesterday morning, 
between 3 and 4 o'clock, by whicha young man 
named William Moran, 25 years of age, was 
crushed to death.

They believe if Capt. Robert Teed, of 
the Van Schaick, bad been at the wheel the acci- 
dent would not have 1 On the other 
hand, Capt. Teed states that it was dark, and the 
line could not be seen. ‘here were no lights or 
signals from the steamer to warn anybody of the 
danger. The wheelman had just time enough to 
signal the engineer to reverse his engine, which 
he did at once, but to no purpose. Moran's parents 
live dt Waakegan, and were notified of his death. 
His father arrived here during the day, and teok 
charge of the body after the inquest was held by 
the Coroner. Deceased is thought to have been 
strack in the abdomen by a spoke of the wheel.

DECISIONS. 
POWERS OF A CORPORATION TO BORKOW 
MONEY. 

Judge Blodgett decided the case of the New York 
Mutual Life-Insurance Company vs. Sextus N. 
Wilcox, involving some important questions as to 
the powers of a corporation. The suit was brought 
ou a promissory note made by O. H. Cronkhite to 
Merrill & Ferguson for $10,000, and dated June 
25, 1875. It was guaranteed by Wilcox and as- 
signed to the Insurance Company. Two défenses 
were set up, first, that the note in question was in 
fact given for a loan of money by the Insurance 
Company to Cronkhite, and that Merrill & Far- 
guson were made payees only as a matter of form. 
Second, that the Company was required by ite 
charter to invest its money wholly ia bonds and 
mortgages on unincumbered real estate in New 
York, or in stocks, and, this being a loan of money 
on other security, the Company was transcending 
its powers, and the security given by WII- 
cox was wholly void. The third defense 
was that at the time Cronkhite borrowed the 
money in question he assigned as collateral secur- 
ity hisinterest in the commissions to which be as 
agent of the Company was and would become en- 
titled and in such renewals as should be collected 
by him, and that the Company had collected large 
sums of money sufficient, im. fact, to pay the 
amount of his note, which ought to be applied in 
extinguishment thereof, thereby releasing tne 
guarantor. 

The Judge held that, while the evidence showed 
to his satisfaction that the transaction out 
of which the note arose was a loan 
of money by the Insurance Company to 
Cronkhite, yet it did not lie in the mouth 
of Cronkhite or his surety to object to the note on 
the ground that the loan was made in violation of 
the Company's charter. As to the third defense, 
that collateral security had been given, the Court 
held that it could only be made available ina court 
of equity, if at all. Judgment was therefore ren- 
dered in favor of tne Company. 

ORVILLE H. CRONKHITE. 

Judge Bivdgett also decided the case of the New 
York Mutual Life-lnsurance Company vs. Orville 
H. Cronkhite and Sextus N. Wilcox. This wae a 
suit on a bond given dy Cronkhite forthe faithful 
performance of his duties as agent of 
the Company, with Wilcox as surety. There 
were three defenses set up, first, that the bond was 
signed in dlank; that it was obtained by 
fraud as far as Wilcox was concerned; and. tbird, 
that the Company had surrendered other securities 
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Cronkhite to act as agent after his defalcation was 
known. The examination of Cronkhite's affairs 
in June, 1875, tended to show that his accounts 
were correct at that time. The judgment was, 
therefore, in favor of the Company, the amount 
due being fixed at $17, 000. 

TAX CERTIFICATES. 

The mandamus case of the People, ex rel. Wy- 
man, vs. E. F. O. Klokke, to compel the latter to 
issue to the relator a tax-sale certificate upon 
mtg tr which was not sold at the last tas-sale, 

ut which was forfeited to the State, came up es- 
terday for hearing before Judge McAllister. The 
statute auth any person to in, and, upon 
depositing the money, then the Clerk or Treasurer 
shall issue te him a certificate of sale, which 
shall have the same force and effect as a tax-sale in 
the ordinary way. A demurrer was filed to the pe- 
tition. Judge Wallace, County Attorney, appeared 
for the Clerk, and Mr. James Root for the owners 
of the * 

Judge Wallace raised the point that the Clerk is 
required by the law to include all such forfeitures 
in the next tax return after the Ist of November, 
and this was so included, and that, therefore, no 
person could get this certificate after that time. 

Mr. Root raised the point that the Constitution 
provides that all sales for taxes must be made b 
some general officer, which in this case is the 
County Collector; that this was in no sense a sale, 
because a sale implies a notice, fixing time and 
place, with the description of the land to be sold, 
and the amount of tax due on it; that the theor 
of our Government was that the citizen 
not requirea to contribute any more than is 
necessary; and that he has a right to have compe- 
tition at the sale, in order that the least amount of 
land may be sold, az in other cases; and that any 
attempt to call anything else a sale would be a 
violation of that provision of the Constitution: 
and that, in fact, there was no sale, because a 
judicial sale means in market overt. 

Judge McAllister took this view of the case, and 


held t it was not a sale.

were exaggerated. There had been two mail-car- 
riers killed at Fort Davis, and there had been 
some men killed and cattle stolen on 
the lower: Rio Grande River. This ma- 
rauding was done dy renegade Mexicans 
and Lipan Indians.

NEW YORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, April 27.—The Times says the 
rush of insolvent business men into voluntary 
bankruptcy and of creditors to force their 
debtors into involuntary bankruptcy has been 
greater during the past two days than withip 
any corresponding period since the year 
1867, when the Bankruptcy law went into oper- 
ation. So great has been the anxiety of many 
to avail themselves of the benefit of the Bank- 


ruptcy act, that many lawyers who have made 
bankruptcy a specialty have been compelled to 
lay aside other work so as to get their cli- 
ents into the hands of the Court by the 
filing of petitions before President Hayes shall 
have affixed his signature to the act recently 
passed, which will obliterate the system. There 
is a Chief Clerk and five clerks employed in the 
office for this district, but they will con- 
tinue at work for some months after 
the approval of the bill by the President, closing 
up the business already begun. The failures 
to-day include Sylvester Murphy, builder, in 
debt $434,000 through real estate depression, 
assets nominal. The 12 secured creditors 
are the New York Life-Iusurauce Campany, 
$279,000, Union Dime Savings Bank, 
$62,000, and Tradesmen’s Fire-Insurance Com- 
pany, $18,000. 

George J. Hamilton, builder, _liabiiities, 
$104,000; assets nominally $80,000. 

M. A. Wheelock, formerly Vice-President of 
tne Stock Exchange, liabilities, $43,500. 

Frank F. Tennis, of John Tennis & Co., Cleve- 
land, hardware dealers; liabilities, $56,000, on 
old claims.

THE NATIONALISTS. 


Their Strength in Pennsylvania. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nsw Tonk, April 27.—A Times special from 
Pottsviile, Pa., gives an interview with the 
Hon. F. W. Hughes, respecting the prospects 
of the National party in the coming political 
campaign. Hughes is regarded as the father of 
the National partyin Pennsylvania. The State 
Convention meets May 8, ia Philadelphia. As 
to the party’s strength in this year’s campaign, 
Hughes expressed a rather guarded expectation 
of carrying the State, but said there was no 
doubt the party would make great advances 
on last year’s vote, and carry many couuties 
where last year it had scarcely ashowing. He 
thought there was a probability that, if they 
made no mistakes in the nominations, the Na- 
tionalists would have a plurality in the State. 
Tae probable nominees he gives as fol- 
lows: Governor, William H. Arm- 
strong, a prominent Republican: Lieu- 
tenaut-Governor, Wesley Chambers, a 
large oil-well owner, and opposed to the Penn- 
sylvania Raijroad; Supreme Court Judgeship, 
Judge Acnew. Hughes savs the Nationalists 
are opposed to the Pennsylvania Road only as 
a monopoly. The party is not at all a Green- 
back party, he said. Its fundamental prin- 
ciple is the power of the people to govern 
themselves. As to money, the party believes 
the Government should have some authority to 
issue money, but that it should make its cur- 
rency a full legal-tender whatever it issues. 
This the greenback has never been. He fur- 
ther says the organization is not a secret, but 
as open as any political party. 


O’CONNOR’S CONFESSION, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Cincinnati, O., April 27.—The Hon. John 
O'Connor, late Democratic Chairman of the 
Military Committee of the Ohio House, to-day 
appeared in his seat for the first time in ten 
days, and rose to a question of privilege. For 
some time past proof has been accumulating 
that he was a deserter, bounty-jumper, and ex- 
convict of the Michigan State Prison. Several 
times he has endeavored to resign, but the 
Speaker refused to lay his resignation before 
the House, until Thursday, when it was 
voted to investigate his record. His speech to- 
day was in the nature of a confession ot all that 
had been alleged. He said he had struggled for 
ten years to cievate himself to a position wor- 
thy the esteem of honest men, but all his 
efforts had gone for naught, and the attempt 
was now made to drive him into the gutter. 
He denied the right of the House to investigate 
his history previous to his becoming a citizen of 
the United States. If such investigation 
should prove that nis conduct in the past hal 
not been proper, it could do no one any good, 
and would crush him forever. He threw him- 
self on the generosity of the House, trusting 
that in their magnanimity they would not fur- 
ther pursuéa man who was crippled in body 
and poor in purse. 

At the close of bis speech he sank pale and 
trembling in his chair, and tears rolled down his 
face.

He used always to close these descrip- 
tions with the remark that the Savior's hair, so 
far as the length and color was coucerned, re- 
sembled his own very closely. In manuer he 
was the most eccentric. He could never be in- 
duced to stand bebind the pulpit, but always 
preferred to be on a level, or very nearly 80, 
with his auditors. He would constantly cling 
to the back of a chair, and he would travel on a 
brisk trot back and forth across the floor: he 
would raise the chair and carry it before him in 
a sort of defensive attitude. He liad a constant 
habit of running his tongue from his mouth to 
a remarkable length, sometimes apparently 
nearly lapping the point of his ear on either 
side. During the long seasons of singing at the 
close of his sermons he would constantly exhort 
his hearers in a loud, shrill tone that was dis- 
tinctly heard above all. He was in different 
parts of the house almost at once, and his con- 
stant admonition was to keep the aisles open so 
that those disposed to come forward to the 
mourners’ bench could do so with ease. Those 
who came to hear bim for the first few times, 
simply led by curiosity, or for the purpose of 
ridicule, at length were brought under his 
peculiar influence ard converted. He never 
failed to create a religious revival. He painted 
the joys of the redeemed and the horrors of the 
damned in the most glowing colors, and it was 
in this more than in anything else that his pow- 
er lay. He believed implicitly in a literal fire- 
and-brimstone hell, and so preached. He often 
told his friends that his prayer to God always 
had been that he might die a sudden death, and 
60, when he was instantly killed one night while 
alone in his mill, it was thought by his friends 
that his prayer was answered. 

The great power which Brown and his great co- 
laborer Dow attained over the people of a past 
generation is felt and appreciated by the men of 
this; and it isa desire to briug about a revival 
ot that power that has induced the Church to 
encourage Mrs. Van Cott and other such Evan- 
gelists who, by means of various peculiarities, 
make an impression upon the world. But the 
day of such things has passed, and it is not prob- 
able that by any means it will ever be revived.

Upon the de- 
cease of Abu Bekr, history seemed destined 
long to look in vain for his sucecessur. The East

crowuless Judah mourned in gloom amid 
the ruins of her palaves and pagodas, and 
the Nicht of Desolation was hovering over the 
gorgeous Oriental landscapes of the East. [Ap- 
plause.] It is true that there were not wanting 
men like Avicenna and Averroes, but they 
their days in vague guesses concerning 
he inner meanme of the Alkoran and arriving 
at conclusions which might well have put to 
the blush even our modern Imdalls, and Haeck- 
els, and St. Mivarts, and Chateaubriands,— 
slight thinkers all. [Sensation.] As I have 
already observed, culture was then at a very 
low ebb, but from the very death of Abu Bekr 
there exhaled d breath which, fluttering among 
tha tremulous palms and gadha trees of that 
far region, was borne on the wings of morning 
hither and thither, this way and that, now here, 
now there, until finally, smiting against the 
very battlements of Oriental Polytheism and 
obscurantism it made its way into every tent, 
palanquin, and paladin of what the Germans, 
with their deep poetical propensities, call the 
Morgenland. 

„Tears rolled on and still there came no 
Voice. The countless hordes of Middle and Cen- 
tral Asia, between the forty-seventh and thirtv- 
fifth parallele of latitude, from the snow-clad 
summits of the Himalayas to the verdant delis 
of Ei Kobab, tore their souls in vague yearn- 
ings after the Infinite, the Tangential, and the 
Supreme. The American Continent, with its 
mighty chin propped on the crags of the Antil- 
les and the Rocks Mountains, and its feet cool- 
ing themselves in the broad Pacific, lolled at 
length, but gave no Voice or smiled one Solar 
Look. It had no heart in the movement. Like 
Galileo, ‘it cared for none of these things.’ 
The heavens were of brass and stretched in vast 
and gloomy gorses athwart the nightly sky from 
Orion to the Southern Cross, from the Polar 
star to the tropic of Capricorn. The giant in- 
tellects of Goethe and Platen, of Melancthon, 
Schiller, Luther, Jacob Behmen, Columbus 
Stillingtieet, Billingsgate, and Apuleius, of 
Tyna, had not vet seen the light. At this 
juncture some Voice was evidently needed. 

“T shall never forget now, one bright sum- 
mer evening, I was walking on the banks of the 
Neckar, my only companion being Prof. von 
Gumbelscuuttbei Schweitzer, of the Theological 
Faculty of the University of Heidelberg.

Our conversation had turned 
upon the new Idealism, and I had asked the 
Professor if he did not think that the plastic 
nature of the Kantian Antinomies might not be 
explained by particular reference to the Welt- 
gemuthiichkeit ’ of Tauler, as explained in his 
Geschichte Zur Erkenatniss des Menchlichace- 
lenfinsterniss.’ He did not speak for several 
hours, but finally he reared aloft his head and 
asked me ‘ what I thought of the Ahkoond of 
Swat and of Swattism in its finer phases! 1 
thought of running away. What could 1 say? 
What would even Mr. Bronson Alcott have 
said! I retired tomy room and determined to

MINOR TOPICS, 
TWO GREAT REVIVALS. 
Tv the Editor of The Tribune, 

SwissvaLz, Pa., April 25.—A few days ago 
aman called witha paper requiring me to be 
and appear in the Court of Common Pleas of 
Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, to give testi- 
mony ina case pending. I did not fancy the 
arrangement; but knew that if I failed to 
respond some man would get up an attachment 
for me, and, as it is all the fashion for men to 
manifest their attachments by shooting, stab- 
bing, or mauling the object until life is extinct, 
or pouring nitric acid down their throats, there 
is nothing [so much dread as an’gttachment of 
any masculine biped larger than u rooster. So 
at the time appointed I donned my best gown, 
with my brand-new bonnet, and made a rush 
for the cars and the Court-House, 

Arrived there, I found a Frial in progress, 
witmesses aud lawyers talking, through their 
tobacco quids, between expetterations, about 
brick walls, stone work, galleries, long sticks of 
timber, a thousand feet of beards, and other 
matters of that kind, and what was my surprise 


to find that it was one of a half-dozen suits 
about the new church building of the old First 
(Regular) Baptist Church of our pious church- 
building city. This discovery brought up a long 
train of memories full of lessom such as only 
history can teach. 

When I began my public labom for the slave 
and general human progress, in 1843, the First 
Baptist Church of Pittsburg was one of our 
most earnest, progressive ¢ongregations. 
Thoroughly orthodox, aud maintgining the old 
standards, it yet applicd the neipies of 
Christianity to the new wants of world, and 
held that the stinging rebukes of Christ were 
as applicable to the sinners of to-day as of that 
in which He lived on earth. Ats pastor, Mr. 
Williams, I regarded as a colaborer for the 
slave, as one who strove to oreak every yoke, to 
undo the heavy burden and let the appressed go 
free, and yet as one whose prudence and mod- 
eration kept him in sympathy with those who 
differed with him. 

So it continued until an Eastern revivalist 
came down on them, with his kit of tools and 
bottles of chemicals, went to work tike a ma- 
gician and got up “a tremendous awekening.“ 
He started his protracted meetings in the old 
church on Christmas-Day aud kept it up until 
April, so that the church never cooled. A 
woman’s prayer-meeting began at 5 o’clock 
every evening and lasted until 6 when the 
men’s prayer-meeting commenced and lasted 
until 7; then there was a general er-meet- 
ing until 8, when regular service n and 
lasted until 9. followed by an inquiry-meeting 
until 10. Fathers an mothers of the 
best class were urged and tmportuned 
to attend these meetings as a higher 
and holier duty than —＋ wd their 
own children. Instead of directing their stulies 
and sports, hearing their prayers ad putting 
them to bed with a good-night kiss, these good 
men and women were in that hot, close ehurch, 
“working for the Lord.“ saving Suls on the 
double high-pressure principle of fre-heat ex 
citement, while their home dutics were left 
undone. ; 

They grew intolerant. and arrogant. YFdlks 
who had always recognized me ag a colaborer 
in the Lord, living, as I was, a member in good 
and regular stauding, in a Caivinistic Cnurch 
became deeply anxious about my salvation, an 
labored with me as though I had been a Hotten- 
tot! They.were the saints and salt of the 
earth, and the folks who had not been immersed 
were ou the broad road. - 

Weil, it was a great battle and a famous 
victory. Four hundred folks were converted 
and baptized, and then the trouble began. The 
church was burned in the great fire. The pastor 
went East and collected funds, and they built a 
new one. Then they quarreled about the 
funds. The pastor was charged with fraud and 
also with perjury. in taking out a policy on his 
wife’s life. The war grew so hot that they 
fought with canes and umbrellas in their congre- 

ational meetings, and the only way of quell- 
ng the riot was to turn off the gas: Even the 
city police which were called in failed to 
enforce order, and the case was carried to 
court. It was avery exciting trial, and the 
jury could not agree. 

There was a new trial, and the Juage, in his 
charge, said that in all his experience at the Bar 
and onthe Bench he had never known such 
perjury, such cross-swearing; that the vindic- 
tiveness and falsehood far surpassed anything in 
all the cases he had witnessed from the lowest 
haunts of vice, and that he did not see how it 
was possible any jury could agree on or discover 
the factsin thecase. Well, that jury did not 
agree, and I never knew how the trouble was 
settled. 

They sold their new church to the Univer- 
salists, and built a cut-stone concern with tall 
spires, and gothic windows,and other manifesta- 
tions of grace, and a superior order of sanctifi- 
cation; and now, after they have been worship- 
ing it, or in it, for haif-a-dozen years, we have a 
half-dozen suite from workmen who want their 
pay for building it! 

Only a few years after the great victorv, which 
brought such great results, the successful Cap- 
tain; the man who traveled around carrying re- 
vivals, and brought this one to that unfortuuate 
church, was publicly branded with the suspicion 
of having murdered his wife, whom herepresent- 
ed as a suicide, and then the good brothers and 
sisters in whose family he boardea during that 
feverish Pittsburg winter came out with the late 
revelation that be had been very unkind, vay 
cruel, to her during the progress of that 
great awakening, and more than once they had 
had reason to believe he had beaten her cruelly 
after his return from the evening meetings; 
but he was such a popular idol tney had not 
dared make an accusation. 

lcan also look back across a chasm of fifty 
— to another great revival in our city, one 
n which people were converted to Presbyterian- 
ism by the hundred, which founded a congre- 
gation that has had a similar history, and has 
a public sensational quarrel on now, a 
congregation which bas more than once called 
in the police to keep order at congregational 
meetings, where, nevertheless, the ministers 
fought with such carnal weapons as they had, 
and were separated by the turning off of the 


gas. 

My unwilling visit to the Court-House re- 
called all these memories and awakened me 
anew to the great difference between that re- 
ligion which is a principle of action and that 
which is a mere sensation; between that teach- 
ing which says to the soul, What are you 
doing?” and that which asks, How do you 
feel?”

Catholic 8 It is called the Confra- 
ternity of the Holy Trinity, and numbers be- 
tween 300 and 400 members... Among them are 
the Bishop of Ely, Canon Carter, aud a soa of 
the Bishop of Winchester. Two hundred and 
fifty of the confraternity are already in holy 
orders, and the remainder are university stu- 
dents studying for the Church. The system of 
goverument is similar to that of the Society of 
the Holy Cross. There are four Vice-Presi- ; 
dents, twelve Senior Brethren, an Almoner, and 
two Secretaries ; these form the Council. All 
the members of the Confraternity wear a badge 
in the form of a Latin cross. Chapters of the 
Brotherhood are held fortuightly. Devotion- 
al exercises are prescribed for the members, 
who are specially enjoined to pray for the dead, 
and to attend, as often as possible, early cele- 
brations of the “* blessed sacrament.”” A few 
weeks ago one of the most zealous members, the 
Rev. J. J. Greene, of Brighton, seceded to Rome, 
and others are expected to follow. The move- 
ment has excited much alarm among the Low 
and broad Churchmen, and petitions are in cir- 
culation for its supvression. 


If one book must be singled out and doomed 
never to receive decent ty pographical treatment, 
it should have been any otner than the Bible. 
I should like to see what would be the effect of 
giving it a fair chance. I believe it would be 
read if it were made readable. We ought to 
have one edition of it without marginal refer- 
epees and without foot-notes,—unless in the 
rare cases where these are absolutely necessary. 
Where the italicized words are necessary to a 
complete and idiomatic rendering they should 
be printed in plain Roman; where not thus 
necessary, they should be dropped. Instead of 
verses we should have paragraphs, and all fig 
ures or other indications of the verses abolished. 
Conversation should be printed in broken para- 
grapbs, with quotation marks, just asin a novel. 
Poetry should be printed as poetry. Instead of 
being crowded into une volume, the book should 
be in four or five moderate duodecimo volumes 
with large type and good paper, so that it could 
be at once held without tiring the arm and read 
without straining the eves. Finally, this Book 
should have a good analyticalindex. A cum- 
brous concordance is not an index, and does not 
serve the purpose of one. If presented in such 
a form, the Bible might be enjoyed as litera- 
ture, and perhaps better understood as a divine 
authority. 

The amount of work which missionaries have 
done in translations into foreign languages, in 
the formation of dictionaries and grammars, in 
addition to their ordinary duties, is immense. 
‘the Secretary of the English Baptist Mission- 
ary Society, in a recent speech, said that since 
the beginning of modern missions the Bible has 
Been translated into 212 languages, spoken by 
850,000,000 of human beings, and distributed at 
the rate of nearly twelve every minute. It will 
not be long before the Bible will be published 
in every language on earth. All this has been 
done by missionaries. Thirty-nine of the lan- 
guages referred to never had a written form un- 
til the missionaries created it. He further said, 
in regard to the success of missions, that the 
Baptist Socicty bad last year between 300 and 
400 new converts, and the other different so- 
cieties must Nave received from 14,000 to 15,000 
amongst the people of thatland. Within the 
next years, if the present rate of increase 
be kept up, there would be a Christian popula- 
tion of 250,000,000. As against an increase of 75 
per cent in Hindu population and 5 per cent in 
Mohammedan, the present increase of the Chris- 
tian population was equal to 66 per cent; and 
hence, when people asked what had been done 
the reply was that, whilst statistics did not tell 
all, yet they might say the Lord had done won- 
derful things for them and they had every rea- 
son to be glad.“

Boston, Masg., April 24.—No doubt, the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition has done us agreat deal of 
good.

And Ishould like to know if any one 
ever saw one of these crockery plaques that could 
‘* proaden the imagination and ‘‘stir the facul- 
ties ! Screwed against the wall of a pretty room. 
the other day, I saw a number of these 
fashionable pieces of crockery-ware. One, at a 
little distance, was a oviotch of gay color. On 
nearer approsth I saw a group of Oriental figures. 
It was a scene from the Arabian Nights story of 
Aladdin, and very pretty where it belonged—upon 
a table. But, screwed against the wall in lieu ofa 
picture, it was simply ridiculous. Yet it is the 
fashion; andalot of stuff is constantly on sale 
somewhere which shall furnish this and other 
meaningless bric-a-brac,

to teach girls and women to paint storks, and flow- 
er-stems, andthe usual variety of winged, and 
feathered, and floral objects upon various pieces of 
china. It's all very pretty in its way, and where it 
belongs, as tea or other table service; but, put 
up aa high-art against the walls, itis a blot upon 
good taste, and an offense against common sense. 

There is — now going on a fresh exhibition of 
this bric-a-brac here, and the stream of people that 
it attracts tells the story of the fashionable infatu- 
ation. Some of it ie really rare and beauttful; but 
pot a little of it, though it may be valuable antique 
specimens, ie entirely beyond the appreciation of 
nine-tenths of the people, who, with a little smat- 
tering-of the different varieties, brag, and bay, and 
rave all in a breath.

One is reminded of the Exhibition at the Deacon 
house several years ago, where a Queen’s toilet 
and tea service, and other Royal possessions, which 
revolutions had brought to the hammer for an 
American millionaire to purchase, and caprice and 
perhaps financial revolutions bad again placed at 
the disposal of the highest bidder.

which, it is asserted, was presented to Marie An- 
toinette by the Municipality of Seyres, and subse- 
quently owned by the Dachess of Orleans. There 
is a statement that the authenticity of this has 
been verified by onal inyestigation at the fac- 
tory by the present d eu there is a spar 
vase that the Duke of Devonshire gave to Queen 
Amelia: and here. is a cabinet with ivory orna- 
ments, once, it is said, the property of Pope Pius 
1X. ; and thirteen white lace curtains embroidered.

Readers of 
the A/laatic will recall the m called William 
Francis Bartlett in the March Atlantic of this 
year, by Whittier.

More than Sidney of our day, 
written by his dear friend and companion, Francis 
Winthrop Palfrey, and published: by Houghton, 
Usgood & Co. I do not think there has been a 
story of any life for many years that will thrill and 
inspire the reader, especially the young men of 
to-day, like this of Bartlett. It reads like a 
romance from beginning to end, and we get at the 
real and best spirit of the War by the letters ana 
extracts from his diary. He was 
‘A TROB HERO, INDEED, 

from first to last, —a gallant fellow, whom to hear 
from now in these days of financial disruption and 
dishonor. ie like mhaling a life-giving tonic. I 
wish I could affix here just as it stands the picture 
that is now before me of this hero. It is a three- 
fourths view of the face, with an indication of the 
broad shoulders. Any one could ee at once in 
the clean-cut features, the resolute, kind eye, and 
the poise of the head, not only the soldier, but the 
gentleman. And how early he “yo bis career, 
When he was 21, the country was just in ite first 
throes of civil war, and he was a member of the 
Junior Class of Harvard College. At this opening 
his friend Palfrey says of him: 

He was not aclose student, and perhaps a lit- 
tle ie for his years. He was rather fond of 
billiards, suppers, college clubs, and the society of 
young ladies, and very fond of skating, boating, 
novels, and the theatre. In person he was tall 
straight, and slender, with a certain air of reserve 
and dignity of carriage which corresponded with 
his as yet undeveloped character. His health was 
excellent. as it had been from his earliest child- 
hood. His political sympathies inchned to the 
Southern side, On the 2d of January he wrote a 
theme in whieh he maintained that the demande of 
the South were j.st,—that she demanaed only her 

ights under the Const tation, and iu is al, 

nder date of Jan. 10, he w “Rha then to 
think that all these troubles have arisen from the 
interference df the North.’ Three months later, 
when the question of going to the War was pre- 
senting itself, he writes: ‘it would be fighting 
rather against my principles, since I have stuck up 
for the South all along. We shall see. 

And what we did see was this young man, who 
** stuck up for the South, joining a battalion that 
was organized to garrison Boston Harbor, ana after 
that going steadily on until at the age of 24 he is 
made Brigadier-General. The War made men out 
of boys very quickiy. In the early days of his 
Colonelcy he lost a leg. While Convalescing from 
this, he writes to Palfrey in this way: 

‘*I take hardly any interest in the War news 
now, excepting that which immediately concerns 
you. I dread positively to hear of «4 ay victory 
as it seems to put narrower limits to the time that 
I must get well in, if I would be ‘in at the death.’ 

I am far, mind you, from complaining of my lot.

TILDEN’S RETURN TO POLI- 
TICS. 


Purchases the World” from Tom Scott, 
Restores Marble to the Editorship, and 
Makes War on Tammany. 

Brookiyn Eagle (Dem.). 

An event of last week was the open identification 
of ex-Gov. Tilden with anti-Tammany politics. 
He has been chosen a delegate from the ward in 
which he lives to the General Committee of the 
City Democracy of New York. That organization 
purposes to combine all the anti-Kelly Democrats 
in the metropolis, and contest for control. 

Two other events have a close relation to the one 
just stated. The World newspaper is reported to 
have become the property of ex-Gov. Tilden, by 
purchase from Mr. ‘Thomas Scott and others, Co- 
incidentally with that report appearedin that pa- 
per an interview, with an apparent purpose, held 


with Mr. Tilden, to make it known that he had no~ 


part. lot, or interest in the Conkling disclosure, 
and that in no event would he bea candidate for 
Governor next year, or United States Senator this 
winter. 

There was, furthermore, a leader oF considerable 
signiffcance and striking novelty in the Word the 
day after the Conkling disclosure. It read snggest- 
ively between the lines, and was to the effect that 
Democratic politics and the Presidential question 
should ve depersonalized. How? By definitely 
ascertaining and declaiming whom the truth elected 
in 1876, And how was that to be done? By pass- 
ing the bill, going with the Maryland memorial 


now before Congress, and having an exemplary, 
equity trial of the great case? No; but by a thor- 
ough inquiry by the House. That proceeding 
would, it was held, relieve the question of doubt, 
and the nation of dishonor; it would also lift the 
mortgage Mr. Tilden now has on the 1880 nomina- 
tiou, by vindication and for reparation, and leave 
the field open for Democratic statesmen to 
contend for the prize on equal terms. If 
this was not done, Mr. Tilden’s friends and 
alike in the Democratic party 
would, by their constant agitation of him, make 
him the subject, perforce, in 1880, of the great 
National Atonement which the people would make 
for their allowance of the fraud. herefore, as if 
to depersonalize the issue, and raise it far above 
the question of Mr.. Hayesand Mr. Tilden, the 
Worid demanded that the matter be legaily settled 
and 5 so that a stupendous 
controversy be not ensmalied to the dimensions of 
any brace of candidates, and so that the Democra- 
cy in 1880 be as free to choose Mr. Tilden or Mr. 
Anybody else as they could wish, instead of, as 
now, by honor, by limitation and complication, be- 
ing predetermined“ to him.

OUR TAX ASSESSMENTS. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Curcaco, April 27.—It wan easy matter to sit 
down and write a tirade against tax assessors and 
gatherers, bat not so simple to suggest a remedy 
for what seems an evil. That there should be a 
reform in the manner of assessing taxes in our 
city is a proposition that no one will dispute, un- 
less it may be some dodger who has devised a way 
of evading the, Assessor. If every man was con- 


_scientiously honest, we might not have so much 


reason to complain, but when valuations are to a 
large extent governed wholly by the conscience of 
the property-owner it is clear there wil! be no 
great danger of equity in arriving at proper esti- 
mates of the real worth of our assessable property. 
There shoula be no sympathy with the suggestion 
that an increase in our property valuation wf! 
give us a margin under our ‘laws 
on which to increase the 475 ty 1 
the city; the relief to be obtained 
not be from borrowed money, but by the 0 i 
ing more revenue from the property that doés n N 
pay an equitable proportion. The State Board of 
22 it seems. is an absolute means of de: 
feating the city in dealing justiy and with 
toward its citizens, under its vowers of adjust 
ment. If every man does not do his duty honestly 
in listing his property, then the one who does con- 
cientiously assess his possessions is made to pay 
an over tax because his neighbor has not been ‘as 
honorable in his valuation.

Because a man lists his property at one-fourth its 
value and is taxed 4 per cent, it does 
not follow that roperty in Chicago 
is taxed that rate. The fact is it is only a tax of 1 
percent. Itis for the interest of Chicago and the 
property-owners of Chicago thai these things 
should be thoroughly understood. If all the prop- 
erty in the city, both persoual and real, could 
pened ee a tax of one-fourth of the rate now 
charged would realize more money, and the bur- 
den would fall equally on all. Thoroughly-ex- 
perienced men should be employed as assessors, 
men who know of values, and whose judgments 
are worth something, and their opinions respected. 
Because a man has political influence it does not 
follow that he can estimate values of prop- 
erty. The whole problem of our finances 
is put into the hands of these gentlemen who as- 
sess our property, and it is most important who 
they are, and that they be known men of integrity 
and ability. Our courts can appoint appraisers to 
estimate the values of property in esiaies. Why 
should there not be some such means of arriving 
at general values? Or why not take, say 80 per 
cent of the consideration for which property was 
sold within one or two years and let a board fix the 
value on that which has not been transferred? The 
thing to do is to get the actual value. Taxes will

against us by the stories of our barbarous customs 
and financial irregularities at home. They only 
shrug their shoulders when they hear them. Que 
youlez-vous! chaque pays a ses usages," as one of 
them said toa lady who complained that African 
cannibals had eaten ber husband.

BY WHAT THEY SEE HERE. 
Some thoroughly good Americans get to Paris even 
during life, but what are they compared with the 


‘ crowd which quick travel and low fares impel 


very season over Europe? The United States has 
herome the oficing viatorum. Our citizens, male 
and ¢emale, manage to beg, borrow, or steal at 
least eye trip to Europe; and as misfortunes never 
come single, they bring their children with them— 
numerous, noisy, and uncontrolled. French and 
English children are left at home when their 
parents travel. They also bring with them a won- 
derful ignorance of the habita, behavior, and 
feelings of Europeans. Indeed, there are many 
whose untutored minds expect to find here a repe- 
tition of the ways and mangérs of their native 
town. Everything is competed with home, and 
nothing that differs seems as good. Paris is a’ 
very weel, bat Peebles for pleasure. The 
boulevard is not like Lake avenue, and at the cafes 
you cannot get pork and beans or fried ham. We 
except the Bon-Marche shop in the Rue de Bac; 
that * the Caaba of the pilgrimage of American 
wom 
Plato says that a certain brisk pertness and self - 
assertion is the result of democratic government. 
For other reasons America is 
NOT A GOOD TRAINING-SCHOOL OF MANNERS 
for the multitude. Not that Americans wish to be 
offensive—on the contrary, they are very good- 
natured; but they seem not to know the kind of 
treatment or attention (egards 1 the French word) 
a civilized being has the right to expect from a 
stranger. They simply do as they are willing to be 
done by. But here the standard of out-door man- 
ners is very different, and American shortcomings 
in this respect cause many uncompliimentary re- 
marks. We overbeard an exasperated Frenchman 
assert that no people were so ili-mannered as the 
Americans, except the Germans. Another diff 
culty for the American traveler is that he does 
not know his place in this complex 
society. In his ignorance of custom and 
etiquette he will thrust himself even upon 
Royalty, 1 unconscious of the disgust he is 
produc ng; or, if ignorant of all languages but his 
own. he will bestow his company upon hotel ser- 
vants who speak English, confiding to them his 
troubles and consulting them about his little wants 
and purchases. A distinguished New York poli- 
tician, who missed, no doubt, in Paris his home 
constituency of ragamuffins, used to address the 
servants of his hotel, urging them to go to Ameri- 
ca, where all men were equal and labor respected. 
Our lucky countrymen who have struck oil or 
bonanzas have more pretension. They hire a 
courier, 
TO WHOM THEY BOW DOWN,— 
an accomplished creature, who speaks six lan- 
guages unintelligibly, and who knows the best ho- 
tels and the best shops all over the Continent. He 
tells them what to do, what to eat. how to dress;

run ‘COLONIE AMBRICAINE,”’ 
collection of families who inhabit the Champs 
yeees and the quarter about the Arc de Tri- 
emphe. Some of them reside abroad to save 
money, and others because they wish to epend it, 
and their sudden furtunes have given them no 
sitions at home. The general theory is that they 
can lead an easier life and get more comfort and 
luxury from their incomes than they couid in the 
United States, which is, probably true. The colo- 
nists, in spite of repedted attacks on French so- 
ciety, see very little of it, except, indeed, a few 
young men attracted by dinners, dances, and 
daughters with dots.

Foreigners do not perceive this distinction, but 
look upon all Americans as occupying the same 
social plane, differing only inspending more or less 
money. Of their own country tae Colonie speaks 
with mild centempt: ** Better fifty years of Paris 
than a cycle of Broadway. New York is provin- 
cial; the streets are unswept: men chew tobacco; 
the servants are not respectful, and get very high 
wages. II is not at for a gentleman to live in. 
All the uses of that new world seem weary, stale, 
fiat. and anprofitable. The Colonie washes its 
hands of itand addresses new-comers as ‘* You 
Americans. And yet, in spite of these excellent 
sentiments, very apartments, correct serv- 
ants, etrict adherence to the fashions of the na- 
tives, and prompt payment, the Colonie is not re- 
spected. No educated Frenchman or Englishman 
can understand why a man who is soundly consti- 
tuted, mentally, moraily, and financially, should 
permanently reside out of his own country, unless 
as a merchant, or a diplomat, or an exile for cause. 
The critical foreigner is also amused by the love 
of orders and titles displayed even by the sturdiest 
American democrats. A red ribbon, or ribbon of 
any color, is ostentatiously worn, whether derived 
from a jury position in some International Expo- 
sition, or given by the late Emperor as a reward 
for inventing a clothes-wringer or a new method 
of making artificial teeth. Decore comme un 
dentiste americain has become a French proverb. 
It 18 said that one of our officials on this side, 
keenly feeling that this outward and visible sizn 
was wanting to complete the get-up of a great ex- 
military traveler, 
INVENTED AN ORDER 
com posed of the badges of the different army corps 
during the War, which was worn both by the greut 
man and himself about their necks on suitable oc- 
casions. American girls can marry titles, but they 
are manifestly unattainable by American men. 
They try meet this difficulty by the 
use of Honorable. A man who has heid 
any office, from President to Constable, 
thinks himself entitled to put this word 
before his mame; or if he been
